LONDON,  Nov.  6. — The  British  are  continiiinc  their  advance 
to  tha  east  of  Mormal  forest,  according  to  Field  Mardial  Hail's  report 
tonight  from  headquarters,  and  have  oocopied  namerous  villages  and 
Mm  Important  ruKray  junction  at  Anlnoye. 

Field  Manfhal  Haig's  communication  says: 

"We  progressed  along  the  vrhole  battlefront  today,  in  spite  of 
a  beavy^  continuous  rain.  Sharp  fighting  has  taken  place  at  a  num- 
ber of  points  witii  German  rearguards,  and  some  hundreds  of 
prisoners  have  been  taken  by  us. 

''On  our  right  our  tro<n>s,  pushing  forward,  captured  Cartignies 
and  Marbaix.  In  the  centre,  driving  th«  enemy  from  his  hastily 
constructed  defences  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Sambre,  we  ha^  crossed 
tfM  river  about  BerkuMont  and  have  captwed  Level  and  Aufaioye, 
where  %ve  have  taken  prfsoniecs.  The  important  railway  junction  of 
Aulnoye  is  In  our  possesMon.      , ,  ^i^    -  ■'■'•■(. 

"Further  north  we  have  crossed  Ae  Avesnes-Bavai  road  cast  of 
Mormal  forest  and  reached  the  railway  to  the  south  and  west  of 
Bavai,  where  sharp  fighting  is  taUng  place  within  a  short  distance  of 
the  town.  \ 

"On  the  left  the  Canaduur^troops  are  continuing  their  progress 
east  of  the  Scheldt  and  have  captured  Baisieuz  and  Qdevrechain."

PARIS,  Nov.  6. — The  operations  by  the  French  today  netted 
one  of  the  grMtest  advances  yet  made,  measuring  more  than  six 
miles  at  various  points.  The  important  towns  of  Vervins,  Montcomet 
and  Rethel  were  occupied  and  pnogrees  was  nnade  far  beyond  these 
piMes,  the  War  Office  announces  tonight. 

The  statement  reads:        ''  .    ^-j  ■ 

"Our  troops  continue  to  pursue  the  enemy  on  an  extmded  front 
between  the  Sambre  and  the  Meuse.  Our  armies,  breaking  down 
local  resistance  made  an  important  advance  which  exceeded  ten  kilo- 
metres at  certain  points,  and  freed  numerous  localities  with  their 
civilian  population. 

"The  enemy,  harassed  by  our  advanced  guards,  vras  obliged,  in 
the  course  of  his  precipitate  retreat,  to  abandon  guns  and  considerable 
material  impossible  to  enumerate.  Everywhere  prisoners  remained 
in  our  hands.  East  of  the  Sambre  we  reached  the  eastern  outskirts 
of  Nouvion  and  Regnaval  forests. 

"Farther  south  we  have  taken  Fontaine  les  Vervins  and  the 
town  of  Vervins.  Our  advanced  elements  have  gone  beyond  the 
Serre.  We  hold  Hary  and  La  Correrie.  Farther  east,  after  having 
occupied  Montcomet,  we  pushed  our  lines  beyond  Rosquet,  Renne- 
val  and  Dolignon. 

ItalUna   Oo*openitc 

"An  Italian  corpa.  operating  In 
tloae  conjunction  with  our  troops, 
crosaed  the  Hurtaut  River,  and.  de- 
ipite  r«slst«nc«  by  the  enemy  stormed 
Rosoy-sur-Serre. 

"On  the  front  north  of  the  Alane 
our  troops  are  more  than  12  kilo- 
metres north  of  Chateau- Porelen  on 
the  seneral  line  of  Hardoye.  ths 
southern  outskirts  of  Chaumont-Por- 
elen,  Douroely.

The  German  Government  has  de- 
manded -  guarantee  from  the  Hovlei 
Government  that  }n  future  no  revolu- 
tionary propaganda  agalmit  state  in- 
stitutions will  be  carried  on  in  Ger- 
many by  its  agents,  and,  furtjiac^  that 
the  asaasnlnation  of  Count  vo'n  Mir- 
bach,  German  Ambassador  to  Russia, 
will  bs'  adequately  expiated.  The  Rus- 
sian Government  has  been  requested 
to  withdraw  all  its  officers  from  Ger- 
many until  these  demands  are  fulfilled, 
and  the  German  official  representa- 
tives in  Russia  were  recalled. 

COPENHAGEN,  Nov.  «.— An  official 
report  from  Berlin  says: 

"The  Russian  diplomatic  representa- 
tives will  leave  Berlin  early  today  by 
'special  train   for  Russia." 

The  discovery  of  Russian  revolu- 
tionaty  propaganda  pamphlets,  print- 
ed in  German,  in  the  baggage  of  a 
courier  of  the  Russian  embassy  at 
Berlin  pro'bably  Is  the  cause  of  the 
breaking  off  of  diplomatic  relations 
between  Germany  and  the  Soviets.

ON  EMPIRE'S  WORK 


TORONTO,  Nov.  6. — Peace  prob- 
lems, the  closer  union  of  the  Eng- 
lish speaking  nations,  and  the  devel- 
opment of  the  British  Empire,  were 
discussed  In  a  notable  address  deliver- 
ed last  night  at  Convocation  Hall.  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  by  Lorn  Cham- 
wood,  the  British  statesman  and  au- 
thor. Hlfi  Lordship  spoke  of  the  dream 
of  a  Federal  or  Imperial  Parliament 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  British 
Empire,  and  outlined  some  of  the  dlf- 
flcWtlM  whtch  beset  the  forrtatTon  of 
such  a  parliament.  He  centende<r  the 
Empire  had  got  along  very  well  dur- 
ing the  war  without  such  an  Institu- 
tion. 

"Our  experience  of  working  together 
has  developed  very  satisfactory,"  he 
said,  "and  we  shall  solve  these  prob- 
lems If  the  intention  remains  with  us 
that  they  shall  be  solved  In  the  right 
way." 

In  the  course  of  a  reference  to  Meso- 
potamia he  said  that  Great  Britain 
would  not  mind  if  some  capable  na- 
tion, such  as  France  or  the  United 
States,  would  take  the  responsibility 
for  managing  the  affairs  of  that  coun- 
try off  her  hands.  He  also  stated  that 
there  would  have  to  be  some  super- 
vision by  the  Allies  of  the  govern-

OTTAWA,  Nov.  6. — The  Cabinet 
Council  has  passed  an  order-ln-coun- 
cll  respecting  war  bonus  for  civil 
servants,  but  what  the  jlerms  of  the 
order  are.  and  the  amount  of  the 
bonus  granted,  will  not  be  announced 
till  after  approval  by  the  Oovemor- 
Ocneral.    probably    tomorrow. 

"Among  the  subjects  discussed  by 
the  Cabinet  Council  today,"  Sir  Rob- 
ert Borden  said  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  council  meeting,  "was  the  ques- 
tion of  wage  bonus  to  the  chrll  serv- 
ants. A  final  conoloslpn  was 
reached,  which  will  be  announced 
after  submission  and  spproval  by  the 
Oovernor-General." 

It  is  regarded  here  as  unlikely  that 
the  order-in-council  will  grant  the 
full  bonus  of  laftfl  to  all.  Most  prob- 
ably the  bonus  will  be  on  a  sliding 
Male,  with  the  maximum  bonus  to 
those  with  the  dependents  and  i^H- 
ting  the  smallest  salsrles.  One  re- 
port has  it  that  the  maximum  will  be 
$250,  which  will  go  to  married  men 
with  dependents  getting  less  than 
91.804  a  year.

DEAD  UE ICK

Over  1,800  Germans  Buried  in 
Course  of  Clearing  Up  City 
— Many  Y(^uths  Appear 
Among  Prisoners. 


WITH  THE  ALLIED  ARMIR8  IN 
FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM.  Tuesday. 
Nov.  6 — Captives  were  streaming  back 
to  the  prison  cages  today.  Among 
them  were  many  fresh  faced  youths 
of  ths  1910  class.  These  boys  seem 
strong  and  healthy.  Valenciennes 
rapidly  is  tMlng  cleaned  up.  The  des- 
perate nature  of  the  fighting  In  the 
outskirts  of  that  city  may  be  Judged 
from  the  fact  that  mors  than  l.»»0 
dead  Germans  have  been  burled 
there.

WITH  THE  AMERICAN  ARMY  ON 
THE  SEDAN  FRONT.  Nov.  6. — lU 
footing  well  established  east  of  the 
Meuse,  the  American  army  has  forced 
its  way  along  both  banks  of  the  river 
until  tonight  it  is  within  six  miles  of 
Sedan. 

Notwithstanding  the  fuct  that  the 
Germans  have  put  In  fresh  divisions, 
the  American  and  French  troops  con- 
tinue their  progress. 

Murvaux,  north  of  the  Freya  lino 
and  east  of  Dun,  was  reached  this  af- 
ternoon, and  operatlona  aboAt  the 
heights  to  the  east  of  Sedan  are  well 
under  way. 

The  territory  regained  about  Dun- 
sur-Meuse  includes  Llon-devant-Dun, 
Fontaines,  Hill  284,  and  up  to  the  edge 
of  Cote  St.  Germain. 

On  the  west  of  the  river  the  army 
moved  to  the  outskirts  of  Mouson.  Fur- 
ther west  It  fought  its  way  along  a 
four-mile  front  to  Oogneux  woods. 
Pourron  and  Mont  de  Urune  were 
among  the  villages  captured.  Rau- 
cuurt  was  reached. 

Reports  from  the  centre  of  the 
American  line  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  town  of  Mouzon  is  on  fire,  and  that 
part  of  Sedan  is  burning. 

The  division  fighting  in  the  centre 
captured  today  twenty-three  77's,  200 
machine  guns,  fifteen  trench  mortars, 
200.000  rounds  of  ammunition,  and 
much  other  material. 

In  their  retreat  west  of  the  Meuse. 
according  to  reports  reaching  Ameri- 
can headquarters  the  Germans  are 
destroying  property  and  cutting  down 
trees  along  the  roadway.  American 
aviators  reported  today  that  the  high- 
way from  Stenay  northward  to  Olisy. 
sur-Chiera  in  blocked  every  few  yards 
by  trees  across  the  road. 

The  destruction  begins  Just  boyond 
Stenay  and  extends  northesst  and 
north  from  one   to  three   miles. 

As  an  Indication  of  the  plight  of 
the  retreaUng  Germans  it  Is  known 
that  on  the  entire  Western  front  the 
enemy  has  in  reserve  only  one  divi- 
sion which  has  been  out  of  the  bat- 
tle one  month,  and  four  divisions 
which  had  been  resting  two  weeks. 
Two  of  the  divisions  are  east  of  the 
Meuse. 

General  Pershing's  Report 
WASHINGTON,     Nov.   6.— General 
Pershing's     communique   received  to- 
day follows: 

"Headquarters  American  Expodl- 
tlonary  Forces,  Nov.  «.— Between  the 
Bar  and  the  Meuse  the  first  Ameri- 
can army  continued  its  advance 
northward,  where  it  was  opposed  by 
strong    resistance. 

"Our  troopa  are  in  the  Bois  da 
Fond  du  Llmon.  whence  the  line  ex- 
tends through  Plaba,  Malsoncalle  am* 
Chemery. 

"On  the  line  of  the  Meuse,  which 
we  now  hold  from  the  Bois  d«  L'- 
Hospioe.  Inclusive,  to  SasMy.  and  on 
the  height  to  the  east  of  Mllly,  and 
thence  to  Dun-sur-Meose.  th«re  was 
severe  artillery  and  machine  gun 
righting  during  the  night. 

"Franco-American  unlta,  operating 
In  the  difficult  terrain  east  of  the 
Meuse  a«ainst  positions  long  held  by 
the  enemy  on  the  front  of  Sivry  to 
the  Bois  de  la  Grande  Montacne 
were    heavily    engaged. 

"During  successful  al^  contests 
yesterday  three  additional  enemy 
planes  were  brought  down.

and  artUlery  over  the  Aisne  and  the 
Ardennes   Canal     they     eroiped      the 


•woUen  stream  in  force  and  toolc  up 
their  advance  this  morning,  throwing 
back  the  rearguards,  taking  Rethel, 
advancing  into  the  Rethel  pocket  for 
an  average  distance  of  six  and  a 
half  miles  and  liberating  24  villages 
with  the  greater  part  of  thetr  Inhab- 
itants. 

In  some  towns  ware  found  men  of 
military  age  whom  the  Oermans  had 
recently  brought  back  from  behind 
their  lines. 

The  cavalry  of  the  French  army 
had  this  afternoon  reached  the  road 
from  Vervlns  to  Avesnes.  A  consid- 
erable number  of  prisoners  and  im- 
mense booty  fell  into  the  hands  of 
the  French  armies  during  the  day. 

BRITISH  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE,  Nov.  6.— (Reuter's)— The 
Oermans  are  retreating  all  along  the 
front  of  the  First.

The  second  phase  of  the  perilous 
underUking  then  began — the  cross- 
ing of  the  kilometre  of  mud  stretch- 
ing between  the  river  and  the  canal, 
which,  though  it  was  under  a  tre- 
mendous enemy  flre,  was  not  held 
by  Infantry.  The  Americans  stum- 
bled across  the  mud  through  the 
withering  Ore.  Their  feet  sank  into 
th«  mud.  and  soon  tb«  naoe  of  the 
men  was  slowed  down  toV  laborious 
walk.  Nevertheless        they  got 

through,  even  if  the  task  caused  some 
depletion  in  their  numbers. 

The  next  phase  constituted  the 
crossing  of  the  narrower  but  deeper 
oanal,  with  its  sheer  sides,  and  "with 
the  Oermans  almost  at  the  very  top 
of  the  eastern  edge. 

The  swfmmers  again  got  Into  action 
and  plunged  through,  hotwlthatand- 
Ing  the  enemy  flre,  and  scrambled  to 
the  top.  Here  the  men  divided  their 
attention  between  driving  oft  the  en- 
emy and  helping  non-swimmers 
across  by  the  same  method  used  at 
the  river.  Two  bridges  finally  were 
laid  down  by  the  engineers,  greatly 
faoiUtating  crOMing.  These  with- 
stood attempts  of  the  enemy  to  de- 
stroy them,  and  contributed  largely 
to  the  speed  in  getting  the  American 
troops  over. 

When  the  swimmers  reached  the 
edge  of  the  canal  they  could  not  land 
without  the  aid  of  grappling  hooks, 
which  had  to  be  caught  on  to  the  top 
of  the  wall  of  the  canal  so  that  the 
swimmers  could  pull  themselves  up 
by  means  of  ropes.  It  would  have 
been  a  hard  enough  task  for  men 
undisturbed  by  the  enemy's  guns,  but 
Its  accomplishment  was  almost  incon- 
ceivably difficult  under  the  violent 
enemy  flre. 


PARIS,  Nov.  t.—Am  the  remit  of 
the  Utest  battl*.  which  is  sttll  In 
progress  the  Alliea  have  soundly 
beaten  140  German  divisions,  hun- 
dreds of  villages  have  been  freed  and 
thousands  of  prisoners  have  been  cap- 
tured. The  enemy's  position,  which 
was  bad  before,  now  may  be  said  to 
be  desperate.  The  pi^blera  confront- 
ing the  German  general  sUfT  may  be 
summed  up  briefly  am  follows: 

The  enemy  has  nine  armies  strung 
out  ia.a  semi-circular  line  from  Ghent 
to  Mouson.  on  the  Meuse,  a  distance 
of  160  miles.  All  that  immense  flght- 
ing  force  must  flow  back  to  Germany 
through  Belgium,  the  gap  between 
Liege  and  Mouson  measuring  only  ?• 
miles. 

The  southern  half  and  centre  of 
this  gap  iB  the  most  diffleutt  coun- 
try. It  is  wooded,  hilly  and  poorly 
supplied  with  roads.  If  the  Namur- 
Liege  region  Is  occupied  by  the  Al- 
lies before  the  Qermans  south  of  the 
Kambre  are  able  to  get  away  and 
cross  the  Meuse  they  will  be  virtual- 
ly surrounded. 

Ghent  and  Le  Queanoy  ara  nearer 
Namur  and  Liege  than  Marie  and 
Chateau-Porcien.  The  British  ar- 
mies are  less  than  50  miles  from 
Namur.  The  Germans  on  the  Serre 
are  seventy  and  those  on  the  Aisne 
are  76.  The  country  north  of  the 
Sambre  is  ideal  for  manoeuvring.     ■

HAS  GREAT  TASK

Crossing  of  River  Meuse  and 
Capture  of  Dun  Executed 
Under  Formidable  Difficul- 
ties— Heroic  Troops.

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WITH  THE  AMERICAN  FORCES 
ON  THE  SEDAN  FRONT.  Nov,  «.— 
The  crossing  of  the  River  Meuse  and 
the  capture  of  the  town  of  Dun  by 
the  Americans,  when  its  full  details 
are  known,  will  rank  aa  one  of  the 
most  gallant  feats  of  the  entire  oper- 
ations northwest  of  Verdun.  The 
troops  who  accomplished  it  will  be 
entltl«d  to  rank  as  heroes,  for  their 
work  in  crossing  the  stream  was  a 
strategic    move    of   unusual    daring. 

The  erossing  involved  the  forcing 
of  a  way  over  the  KO  foot  river,  a 
half-mile  wide  stretch  of  mud  and  a 
•0-foot  canal  in  the  face  of  frightful 
enemy  flre.  It  also  involved  swim- 
ming by  those  who  knew  how  and 
the  pulling  of  others  over  ropes.' 
Orappllng  irons  w«re  used  to  scale 
the  sheer  walls  of  the  canal,  along 
which  machine  gUns  had  been  posted, 
under  the  flre  of  scores  of  t)atterte« 
from  the  hills  adjoining. 

The  swimmers  of  the  first  brigade 
were  first  singled  out  and  put  in  the 
van.  It  was  intended  to  attack  In 
thi«  way  on  the  thoery  that  tha 
swimmers  wer*  leas  likely  to  be  hit 
by  the  Oermans  owmg  to  the  faet 
that  they  would  be  nearly  aub* 
merged.  On  the  other  hand.  th«y 
could  carry'With  them  ropes  and 
othar  parmphemalla  for  aaslsting  non* 
■wtmmer*  a«r«Ma.  The  building  of 
pontoon  bridges  was  put  off  antll  at 
least  some  Ameiicaa  olmnonu  had 
croesed  the  river.

NEW  YORK.  Nov.  6.— Work  of 
Great  Britain's  great,  silent  navy  in 
the  Far  East  was  described  here  today 
by  Admiral  Sir  William  Grant.  K.C.B.. 
British  naval  commander-in-chief  In 
North  America. 

Speaking  at  the  opening  of  the  Brit- 
ish naval  exhibit.  Sir  William  said: 

"The  navy  was  at  work  day  In  and 
day  out  checking  German  attempts  to 
raise  native  populations  in  India  and 
elsewhere,  preventing  the  formation 
of  raider  and  submarine  bases,  and  In 
general  protective  meaadres  against 
mine-laying  and  raiding  of  the  vast 
overseas  traffic,  which  included 
transport  of  great  numbers  of  troops 
from  Australia  and  New  Zealand, 
more  than  100.000  Chinese  coolies  to 
France,  and  millions  of  tons  of  rice, 
•sugar,  oil,  wheat,  rubber,  tin  and  other 
material. 

I  The  "outlying  campaign  in  Mesopo- 
tamia was  absolutely  dependent  on 
the  navy  for  transport  of  troops  and 
all  supplies  overseas.  Rivers  had  to 
be  dredged,  wharves  and  piers  built 
and  railwa>-s  laid.  Japan,  China. 
Hongkong,    Slam,    Straits    Settlements 

•and  India  w«re  ransacked  for  tugs 
and  small  craft;  Burma  and  Borneo 
for  hundreds  of  thousands  of  tons  of 
timber,  and  India  for  railway  material 
and  coal. 

"The  same  countries  send  large  sup- 
plies to  the  Dalonica  armies,  and  still 
larger  to  the  armies  in  Egypt  and 
Palestine.  In  German  East  Africa  the 
same  story'held  good." 

Of  the  work  of  the  British  and 
American  navies  in  transporting  the 
American  army,  a  task  which  he  de- 
scribed aa  "one  of  the  moat  reihark- 
able  feats  of  organisation  and  endur- 
ance  In  the  world's  histoid."  Sir  Wil- 
liam said  that  while  transports  and 
cargo  ships  have  been  "exposed*  to 
every  devilteh  device  the  enemy  could 
Irn^ent."  and  had  suffered  great  losses, 
"we  most  not  forget  that  the  price  la 
being  paid  by  the  women  and  children 
of  Great  Britain,  who  are  living  on  the 
barest  allowances  of  food  to  free  the 
,ry  ships." 


AM.STERDAM.  Nov.  6.— Entente 
troops.  In  an  agreement  with  the 
Austro-Hungarlan  army  command, 
have  crossed  the  Austro-Hungarlan 
lines  at  several  points  to  oflfer  pas- 
sage to  the  troops  which  have  not  as 
yet  fled,  according  to  a  Vienna  dis- 
patch. This  action  was  taken  to  pre- 
vent a  further  disbandonment  of  the 
troops  and  permit  them  to  be  trans- 
ported home  In  groups. 

Civil  and  military  authorities  at 
Innsbruck  are  endeavoring  to  avert 
the  danger  of  Austrian  troops  flooding 
Northern  Tyrol  and  plundering  the 
country.  Provision  stations  have 
been  established,  and  steps  have  been 
taken  to  disarm  the  troops.  Beyond 
the  plundering  of  some  wagons  of 
foodstuffs  at  the  Innsbruck  station, 
no  excesses  have  occurred.  Italian 
prisoners  who  were  left  In  detention 
camps  have  been  reassembled  and 
sent  home. 

LONDON.  Nov.  «.— eerlous  riots 
have  occurred  at  Aussig,  Bohemia,  and 
Pettau,  Rtyrla,  according  to  a  Copen- 
hagen dispatch  to  the  Exchange  Tele- 
graph Company.  Soldiers  and  civil- 
lans^lundered  great  numbers  of  shops 
and  factories  and  several  houses  were 
set  on  flre.    Many  parsons  were  killed. 

ROME.  Nov.  «.— The  Italian  of- 
flolal  statement  Issued  tonight  sajrs: 

"At  3  o'clock  Monday  afternoon  our 
troops  had  reached  the  St  Uderno  and 
the  Venostra  valley,  the  Passo-della- 
Mendola  and  the  defile  of  Solonno  in 
the  Adige  valley.

Expenditure  to  Date  Is  Over  a 
Billion  Dollars,  With  Some 
Accounts  Yet  to  Come  — 
Revenue  Is  Buoyant. 


OTTAWA,  Nov.  6. — The  war  has 
coat  Canada  well  over  a  bllUon  dol- 
lars up  to  date.  Tbia  comprlaea  ac- 
counta  which  have  actually  paased 
through  the  Finance  Department.  It 
doea  not  Include  recent  overaeaa  ex- 
penditures, for  which  accounts  have 
not  yet  been  presented. 

War  expenditures  by  the  Dominion 
since  August,  1914,  have  been,  for 
the  different  finance  years,  approxi- 
mately aa  follows: 

1914-16,  160,750,000:  1915-K, 

$168,197,000:  1916-17,  1306,488.000; 
1917-1918,    $343,886,000. 

Seven  months  to  October  31,  1918, 
$169,174,000. 

Total,   $1,04«,444.000. 

The  expenditure  for  war  purposes 
last  month  was  $66,510,000,  as  com- 
pared with  $44,481,000  in  October, 
1917.  It  is  explained,  however,  that 
the  flg^ures  for  last  month  include 
some  overseas  accounts  which  had 
been   delayed   in  the   mail. 

Revenue  on  consolidated  fund  ac- 
count continues  to  increase.  Last 
month  it  was  $23,431,234,  against 
$18,241,156  for  October  last  year. 
During  the  seven  months  ended  Octo- 
ber 31.  1918,  the  revenue  was  $164,- 
414.136.  This  compares  with  $145.- 
719,060,  the  revenue  for  the  equival- 
ent period  last  year.  Expenditure  on 
consolidated  fund  account  was  In 
October,  1918.  $19,685,497;  in  Octo- 
ber.   1917,   $16,459,966. 

The  total  net  debt  of  the  Dominion 
on  October  31  last,  was  $1,287,033.- 
F09,  an  Increase  during  the  month  of 
$62,807,616. 


lEN  AySMNS- 
SOUGHT  PEACE 


Correspondent  Relates  Inci- 
dents Leading  to  Conclusion 
of  Armistice — Italian  Insist- 
ence on  Proper  Envoys. 


LONDON,  Nov.  6. — The  procedure 
adopted  by  the  Austrians  In  their  ap- 
plication last  week  for  an  armistice  is 
described  by  the  correspondent  of  The 
Times  at  Italian  headquarters. 

"Toward  the  evening  of  October  29," 
he  says,  "an  Austrian  officer  was  seen 
coming  from  the  enemy  trenches  close 
to  Serravalle.  above  Ala,  in  the  Adige 
valley.  It  became  evident  at  once  that 
the  white  flag  was  genuine,  and  Italian 
officers  went  forward  to  meet  him. 

"The  officer,  who  was  a  captain,  de- 
clared that  he  had  come  to  discuss 
the  conditions  of  an  armistice.  Taken 
to  a  neighboring  commander  and  ques- 
tioned, he  was  found  not  to  have  any 
authority,  and  was  sent  back  with  a 
message  that  a  more  representative 
and  duly  accredited  messenger  should 
be  sent  If  the  matter  waa  to  be  pur- 
sued. 

"On  Wednesday  evening  a  white  flag 
again  was  hoisted,  and  the  Austrians 
having  evidently  determined  to  make 
due  sacrifice  of  their  pride,  this  time 
more  fitting  personalities  appeared. 
At  the  head  of  a  small  group  that  ap- 
proached the  Italian  trenches  was  the 
Austrian  General  von  Weber,  a  corps 
commander.  The  party  consisted  of 
eight  persons,  and  included  another 
general  and  naval  and  military  officers 
There  also  were  civilians,  either  diplo- 
matic or  government  representatives, 
and  secretaries  and  typists. 

"They  were  treated  with  every  cour- 
tesy, and  when  General  von  Weber 
had  formally  stated  his  mission  and 
shown  that  he  was  the  bearer  of 
proper  credentials,  he  and  his  party 
were  driven  in  nriotors  to  the  Villa 
GlUHtl,  close  to  General  Diaz's  head- 
quarters. At  9  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. General  Badogllo,  the  chief  of 
staff,  drove  with  an  escort  of  cavalry 
to  the  villa,  and  on  his  arrival  the 
troops  jjresent  saluted  and  bugles 
were  sounded. 

"Entering  the  villa,  General  Bad- 
ogllo found  the  Austrian  mission 
standing  in  a  line  in  the  drawing-room 
waiting  hm. 

General  von  Weber  was  In  full  uni- 
form, wearing  the  stars  and  ribbons  of 
his  orders.  General  Badogllo  salutod 
him,  and  upon  seating  himself  asked 
the  Austrian  general  his  errand.  Gen- 
eral von  Weber  asserted  that  he  came 
to  ask  the  terms  upon  which  an  ar- 
mistice would  be  granted.  General 
Badogllo  answered  that  within  an 
hour  he  would  let  him  know  the  gen- 
eral lines  of  such  an  armistice  con- 
tained in  a  written  message.  He  then 
left  the  room,  and  the  written  message 
in  question  was  at  once  sent  to  the 
villa. 

"Meanwhile  telegrams  were  ex- 
changed with  Versailles,  and  during 
the  afternoon  the  precise  details  under 
which  an  armistice  would  be  granted 
were  received  from  SIgnor  Orlando, 
the  Italian  Premier,  and  again  in  writ- 
ten form  handed  to  CSeneral  von 
Weber.  During  the  evening  one  of 
the  Austrian  envoys  left  by  motor  car 
for  Serravalle  with  a  draft  of  the  con- 
ditions to  communicate  to  the  Aus- 
trian Government. 

"The  Austrian  plenipotentiaries  were 
ivell  dressed,  and  did  not  show  them- 
selves outside  the  villa  or  walk  in  Its 
ample  gardens."

NEW  REPUBUCS 
ARE  CONSTUIITED 


Governments  for  Czecho-Slav 
and  Jugo-Slav  Countries  Are 
Formally  Set  Up— New  Bo- 
hemian Stamps  Issued. 


GENEVA,  Nov.  6. — A  new  republic 
came  into  being  when  the  conference 
here  of  Czecho-Slovak  leaders  ended 
yesterday.  Dr.  Karl  Kramarx,  for- 
mer leader  of  the  Hungarian  Czech 
party,  who  spent  several  yekrs  in 
prison  on  a  charge  of  treason,  being 
released  in  July,  1917,  was  chosen  first 
President  of  the  new  republic. 

A  majority  of  the  delegates  left  to- 
day for  Prague,  where  a  Cxecho-Slo- 
vak  national  parliament  will  be  form- 
ed at  once. 

The  Czecho-Slovak  Government,  a 
Vienna  dispatch  says,  has  placed  in 
circulation  new  stamps  bearing  the  de- 
sign of  the  lion  of  Bohemia. 

PARIS,  Nov.  6. — The  new  govern- 
ment of  the  Jugo-Slavs  took  the  oalh 
of  office  yesterday  in  the  cathedral  at 
Agram,  according  to  Vienna  advices. 
The  President  of  the  new  govern- 
ment is  Joseph  Pogacnlk,  former  vice- 
president  of  the  Austrian  Lower 
House.  The  Slovenlnn  National  As- 
sembly has  taken  charge  of  the  gov- 
ernment at  Carnlola. 

RESULTS  SECURED 

BY  CONVOY  SFSTEM 


LONDON,  Nov.  6. — Since  the  con- 
voy system  was  successfully  adopted, 
some  26,000,000  tons  of  food  and  35,- 
000,000  tons  of  munitions  have  been 
brought  In  convoy  to  this  country,  and 
the  food  ships  lost  brought  down  from 
10  per  cent  to  1  per  cent. 

Convoys  between  July  26,  1917.  and 
October  19,  1918,  were  1,027  in  num- 
ber, containing  14.968  nhios.  of  which 
only  118  were  lost.  The  gross  ton- 
nage was  77,057.231.  The  tonnage 
lost  was  654,288.  One  convoy  of 
I'niWd  States  transports  and  British 
ships  brought  30,000  men. 
I  The  grand  total  of  merchant  ships 
convoyed  was  85,772,  and  the  losses 
were  only  483j 

The  volume  of  traffic  to  and  from 
the  United  Kingdom  in  less  than  three- 
quarters  of  this  year  increased  by  one- 
third,  while  risk  of  loss  is  one-half  of 
what  it  was. 


HGHT  CHARGE  MADE 
ON  SHELL  STEEL  BARS 

OTTAWA,  Nov.  6, — ^There  was  a 
clash  t>efore  the  Board  of  Railway 
Commissioners  yesterday  between  the 
Imperial  Munitions  Board  and  the 
railways  over  the  rates  charged  bjr 
the  railways  on  steel  bars  from  which 
shells  are  made. 

There  is  a  heavy  movement  of  this 
steel,  more  parttcniarly  between  the 
Boo  and  Montreal,  and  the  Soo  and 
Toronto.  The  Munltiona  board  claim- 
ed that  the  railways  are  cbarglnc  t% 
cents  more  for  shell  bars  than  tor 
rommerr.tal  bars,  and  asked  for  a 
billet  classincaUon  of  steel  bars  In 
Canada  the  same  as  now  in  aSeet  la 
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1008-10  Government  Street

MAY  CALL  SESSION 

EARLY  IN  NEW  YEAR 

OTTAWA,  Nov.  «. — That  Parlia- 
ment is  almost  certain  to  meet  in 
January  or  In  February,  at  the 
latfst,  no  matter  what  the  develop- 
ments in  regard  to  peace  may  be.  Is 
the  general  impression  In  the  best 
informed  circles  in  the  Capital.  The 
desirability  of  a  Parliament  meeting 
before  a  treaty  of  peace  Is  actually 
signed  is  obvious  because  of  the  num- 
ber of  matters  which  have  been  dealt 
with  under  the  War   Measures  Act. 

Nothing  definite  has  transpired  at 
the  Capital  In  regard  to  Cabinet  re- 
construction despite  the  many  reports 
to  the  contrary.

She 
has  sinned  against  civilisation  and 
mUst  bear  the  consequences.  There  is 
a  crisis  in  history  at  this  moment  and 
the  Allies  have  yet  to  determine  if 
they  are  dealing  with  the  Hghenzol- 
lern  dynasty  and  the  military  camar- 
illa in  Rerlln.  The  personnel  of  the 
delegates  sent  to  receive  the  armistice 
terms  does  not  inspire  confldence.  It

The  trouble  t»  the 
matter  now  rests  entirely  in  the  banda 
of  the  oonunlaaloner,  wba.  if  we  have 
read  the  Act  aright,  le  clothed  with 
full  authority  and  remains  in  oflloe 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislative  Aa- 
aembly.

There  is  another  matter  we  would 
like  to  mention  incidentally.  From 
time  to  time  civil  aervanta  who  have 
been  on  active  aervice  are  returning 
to  their  duties  in  the  Parliament 
Buildings  and  elsewhere  in  the  Pro- 
vincial service.  None  of  these  should 
16se  their  seniority  through  absence. 
They  should  return  to  work  with 
equal  chances  of  promotion  to  those 
who  remained  behind  and  with  whom 
they  were  classlfled  before  going  to 
the  war.  In  other  words,  the  advan- 
teges  of  increased  salary  should  be 
accounted  as  having  ensued  during 
their  absence.  It  is  Imperative  thn 
dissatisfaction  that  exists  should  be 
expelled.  This  can  only  be  done  by 
fair  treatment  all  round.  The  Civil 
Service  Commissioner  would  do  vrell 
to  bring  all  hii  energies  to  bear  on 
righting  the  wrongs  that  exist,  for  we 
doubt  if.  even  now,  he  is  aware  of  the 
unrest  that  prevaila  throughout  the 
service.

WHAT  CAN  BE  DONE 


THE    NEED    FOR    ACTION 


Wo   l^ave  a   letter  from   one  of  the 
Pi-ovincial      civil      servants — a      man 
*^^ose   sons   are   all   at   the    front — in 
whlcfr^he    pleads    the    cause    of    him- 
self    artd      his     colleagues   for   better 
monetary    conditions,    in    view    of   the 
Increased    cost  of   living.      The   writer 
has  been  egiiployed  at  the  Parliament 
Buildings  for  a  number  of  years.     He 
Is  in  receipt  of  $80  per  month.     Out 
-    of  this   he   pays   |15   for   rent  and   15 
tor    fuel,    leaving    ISO    to      feed      and 
clothe  his  family,  pay  tor  light,  water, 
etc..    and    doctor's    bills.      He    asks    if 
this  is  sufficient,  considering  that  the 
purchasing  power  of  a  dollar  is  only 
ahe-half   of  what   it   was   before     the 
war.     The  writer  points  out  the  Pro- 
vincial  civil  servants  are  the   poorest 
paid    officials    in    the    city.      Firemen, 
policemen,    street    sweepers    and    gar- 
bage men,  in  fact  all  civic  employees, 
have   been   given  increases.     Many  of 
the    Provincial    civil   servants  are   ex- 
pected  to   clothe   themselves   decently 
and   bring  up  their   families   properly 
on   a  wage   of   IS   a'  day.     They  daft 
only  do  so,  under  present  conditiona, 
by  becoming  more  and   more  heavily 
Involved  in  debt. 

The  Government  la  preparing  to 
make  an  adjustment  of  the  aalary 
scale  of  its  employees.  It  is  stated, 
the  first  step  towards  this  end  will  be 
the  grading  of  civil  aervanU.  We 
have  had  a  Civil  Service  Commia- 
slener  in  office  aince  last  June  and  he 
wga  appointed  under  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament sp«c|floally  designed  for  the 
purpose  of  grading  and  classifying 
olvll  aervanU.  It  would  Appear  he 
haa  not  commenced  thia  part  of  hia 
duties  yet.  For  the  purposes  of  sal- 
ary revision  all  the  necessary  facts 
ire  in  the  possession  of  the  different 
administrative  departments.  The 
actual  salary  Hats  are  published  yearly 
In  the  Public  Accounu.  A  alngle 
day'a  work  ahould  be  sufficient  to 
zdmplle  a  Hat  of  those  who  are 
ehtitled  to  a  war  bonus.  The  aug- 
geatlon  for  general  Increases  to  all 
these  who  are  suffering  through  the 
Increassd  cost  of  living  ahould  have 
come  In  the  first  Instance  from'  the 
::M\  Service  Commlsatoner  himself, 
folr  he  baa  it  In  tniat  to  aee  the  high- 
est efficiency  Is  established  among  the 
3<|vernroent's  employees.  Since  his 
tgipolotnient  la  tbe  outcome  of  Pro- 
irlQi:lal  legla^on  tie  is  responsible  to 
:h«  Leglslatur* -tAi  that  extent,  and 
sr||l  ^  expe«te4  w<i^v«  an  account  of 
tiM  stewardship.  The'  orebablllty  is 
nia  duties  ars  tee  onsroua.  fpr  hs  is 
PfUpvhfMlsi  Cemptronsr.  aa  wslL  an«

The  rapidity  with  which  events  have 
been  transpiring  in  the  military  arena 
during  the  past  fortnight  makes  it  cer- 
tain the  Victory  Loan  to  which  the 
people  of  Canada  are  now  subscribing 
will  be  the  last  of  the  war.  Peace  may 
come  within  a  few  days.  It  may  be 
delayed  for  months.  In  either  case  the 
money  is  imperatively  needed  by  the

an  armistice  Is  signed.  It  will  take  at 
least  twelve  months  to  bring  about  de- 
mobilization. In  the  meantime,  and 
for  long  afterwards,  the  Government 
war  programme  of  shipbuilding  and 
other  activities  arising  out  of  the 
struggle  must  be  maintained. 

The  people  are  now  having  a  final 
opportunity  of  investing  in  Govern- 
ment funds,  the  dividends  from  which 
will  be  free  of  income  tax.  The  bonds 
pay  6i,j  per  cent  interest  and  the 
security  is  the  best  that  can  be  had, 
for  it  has  behind  it  all  the  resources 
of  the  British  Bmplre.  Victoria  Is 
making  admirable  progress  towards 
reaching  her  quota,  but,  we  think, 
with  a  better  realixation  of  what  the 
Victory  Loan  stands  for  there  will  be 
an  even  wider  response.  Many  who 
have  Invested  already  can  do  more. 
No  one  has  done  enough  until  he  or 
she  has  pledged  all  the  money  that 
can  be  spared,  not  Just  for  the  mo- 
ment, "but  for  the  coming  ten  months. 
Payments,  by  arrangement  with  the 
banks,  can  be  spread  over  that  period. 
In  this  way  investment  in  the  Victory 
Loan  is  an  encouragement  to  thrift 
and  Vlll  be  the  means  of  inducing 
people  to  save  money  who  otherwise 
might  not  have  intended  to  make  such 
provision   for   their   future. 

Apart  from  this  feature  of  the  Vic- 
tory Loan,  It  is  the  final  tangible  trib- 
ute our  people  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  paying  to  the  preeent  fight- 
ing forces  of  Canada.  An  overflowing 
exchequer  at  this  time  is  the  way  we 
can  show  our  deep  thankfulness,  our 
pride  and  our  enthusiasm,  for  the 
deeds  accomplished  at  Ypres,  at  Fes- 
tubert,  at  Vimy  Ridge,  at  Pasachen- 
daele,  on  the  Somme,  at  the  Drocourt- 
Queant  line,  at  Cambral,  Valenclennea 
and  Le  Queanoy.  If  peace  oomes  we 
want  to  show  our  soldiers  they  will 
lack  for  nothing  during  the  period 
of  rehabilitation.  If  the  war  con- 
tinues we  want  to  prove  to  them  all 
we  have  and  ana  is  theirs,  until  final 
victory  ia  won.  Under  either  olreum- 
atance  the  money  la  needed,  for  the 
prosecution  of  peace  or  of  war.  The 
investment  is  an  excellent  one;  the 
best  the  Government  can  be  expected 
to  offer  for  many,  many  yeare  to  I 
come.  If  ever  again.  It  has  the  addi-  / 
tlonal  inducement  that  the  dividends 
are  free  from  income  tax,  a  provision 
that  makes  iU  appeal  all  the  wider. 

Victorians  are  doing  well  In  their 
reeponse.  They  can  do  magnificently. 
They  can,  by  Increasing  their  efforts, 
dsfeat  Vancouver  In  the  Inter-city 
content  and  subscribe  more  than  the 
quota  aaalgned  to  thia  vicinity.  The 
bigger  our  contribution  the  better  will 
be  the  advertisement  for  the  city.

eotnpared  with  the  horrors  to  come." 
The  seml-ofBclal  Nord  German  Oa- 
sstte,  referring  to  the  lack  of  reci- 
procity as  regards  the  release  of 
prisoners,  says  that  history  shows  no 
such  conditions  since  the  days  of 
Athenian  prisoners  in  the  lead  minee 
of  Syracuse.  The  peace  of  Brest-

Germans  Strive  Vainly  to  Hold 
Strongly  Fortified  Town  of 
Le  Ouesnoy  and  Mormal 
Forest— Divisions  Riddled. 


C0UN1RY  NEEDS 
MONEY  ASKED  FOR 

Public  Is  Reminded  Tliat  Even 
if  Peace  Were  Concluded  at 

i  Once,  Vast  Expenditure  Will 
Be  Required,  -' 


TORONTO,  Nov.  6. — Even  if  our 
arml«tlce  terma  are  accepted  by  Ber- 
lin today  or  tomorrow.  It  must  be  re- 
RMTtibered  that  an  armtetlce  la  not  a 
peace  treaty.  It  may  take  months,  it 
may  take  even  a  year  for  the  peace 
conference  to  be  gathered  together  and 
to  arrive  at  a  treaty  which  will  be 
aifned  by  all  partlea.  In  that  Interval 
there  must  be  no  relaxation  of  our  de- 
fences. Our  armies  must  remain  on 
the  »round  prepared  for  any  contin- 
gency. Our  war  effort  must  be  con- 
tinued In  every  respect  with  the  sole 
and  happy  exception  that  there  will 
be  no  bloodshed.  And  even  if  It  were 
poeelble  to  draw  up  a  peace  treaty  and 
have  It  accepted  immediately,  our 
country  would  still  require  that  the 
Victory  L«an  be  fully  sifbscribed.  as 
our  troops  will  have  to  be  maintained 
until  they  are  completely  demobillied. 
a  long  and  tedious  and  expensive  oper- 
ation. We  shgll  still  have  to  supply 
food  and  supplies  to  Europe,  and  we 
■hall  have  to  supply  Europe  with  the 
credits  with  which  to  purchase  these 
vappllee  and  food. 

Ships  will  have  to  be  constructed  to 
make  up  the  enormous  deficit  still 
left  by  the  ravages  of  the  eubmarlnes. 

And  there  is  a  still  further  consid- 
eration. To  the  Investor  the  prospect 
of  an  immediate  peace  opens  up  a  new 
viata.  The  advent  of  a  peace  will  bo 
no  lesa  disturbing  to  certain  conditions 
than  was  the  outbreak  of  war.  In  th© 
first  place  it  may  be  predicted   with 


more  or  less  certainty  ^  that  never 
again  in  the  lifetime  of  the  present 
generation  will  the  Government  of 
Canada  offer  to  pay  the  investor  5Vi 

per  cent  on  his  money.  It  ia  only  a 
few  years  ago  that  small  Canadian 
cities  were  able  to  sell  their  bonds  on 
a  3  ^    per  cent  basis. 

Those  were  peace  days,  the  days  to 
which  we  are  returning.  Three  and 
a  half  per  cent  money  may  not  be  an 
immediate  probability,  but  the  high 
Interest  rate  of  the  last  two  or  three 
years  cannot  be  maintained  when  the 
demand  for  war  expenditure  eaaes 
off.  To  the  individual,  too,  the  neces- 
sity of  having  a  nest  egg  la  more  ur- 
gent with  the  Imminence  of  peace  than 
it/  ha«  been  for  five  years.  This  applies 
to  all  claHaes.  No  one  can  predict  what 
the  future  holds.  A  nest  egg  invested 
In  Victory  Bonds  Is  a  nest  egg  indeed. 
But  over  and  ubove  all  these  coxjslder- 
atlons  is  the  fact  that  the  war  situ- 
ation today  makes  it  practically  cer- 
tain that  this  is  the  last  big  thing 
the  people  of  Canada  will  have  a 
chance  to  do  for  their  gallant  array 
overseas,  the  army  which  broke  the 
Amiens  front,  the  army  which  first 
broke  through  the  Hlndenburg  line, 
the  army  which  gloriously  captured 
Cambral,  Oenain,  Valenciennes.  With 
what  countenance  could  we  welcome 
the  boys  home  If  In  this  last  great  ef- 
fort the  people  at  home  failed  to  put 
Canada  on  the  map  of  peace  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  army  put  GanT 
ada  on  the  map  of  war?  A  great  over^ 
subscription  will  be  Canada's  message 
to  the  world  that  the  same  spirit  which 
dominates  our  men  at  the  front  dom- 
inates their  kith  and  kin  at  home.

WITH  THE  ALLIED  ARMIES  IN 
FRANCE  AND  BELGIUM.  Tuesday, 
Nov.  5. — Fighting  yesterday  centred 
around  the  walled  town  of  T^  Ques- 
noy,  and  In  and  around  the  great  Mor- 
mal Forest,  a  stronghold  of  the  en- 
emy. Early  in  the  day  the  BritlHh 
pushed  their  lines  forward  on  either 
side  of  Le  Quesnoy,  and  it  was  plain- 
ly seen  that  its  fall  was  a  matter  of 
only  a  few  hours. 

In  order  to  avoid  fighting  in  the 
place,  the  Britlah  during  the  morning 
aent  an  airplane  message  to  the 
defenders  demanding  their  surrender. 
This  message  was  Ignored  and  the 
battle  continued.  Later  it  was  report- 
ed that  two  captured  German  offlcerB, 
accompanied  by  two  New  Zealand  of- 
flcern,  entered  Le  Quesnoy  and  again 
demanded  its  surrender,  but  the  gar- 
rlsan  refused.  After  that  the  Brit-, 
ish  left  a  small  body  of  troopn  around 
the  town  and  pushed  on.  leaving  It 
behind  their  lines.  When  nightfall 
came  the  Germans,  realizing  the  hope- 
lessness of  their  case,  surrendered. 
About  one  thousand  of  the  enemy 
were  made  prisoners. 

Within  the  neigh^JorlnK  forest  of 
Mormal,  the  British  pushed  forward 
rapidly  In  spite  of  many  machine  Kun 
nests.  By  evening  the  British  had 
worked  half  way  tijrough  the  wood 
and  this  morning  continued  their  ad- 
vance. 

The  country  south  of  the  forest  was 
admirable  for  the  «'fern>nn  defence, 
because  the  enemy  had  the  Siimbre 
C^anal  and  several  .-^niall  streams  be- 
hind which  he  could  make  a  ptand  on. 
This  advantape  was  partially  offset  by 
the  presence  throughout  the  region  of 
hundreds  of  farm  fences,  which  of- 
fered excellent  screens  for  bringing 
up  pontoon  bridges.  These  pontoons 
were  worked  forward  close  to  the 
line  on  Sunday,  and  were  ready  for 
instant   use    when    the   advance   began. 

The  town  of  Cantlllon,  on  the  west- 
ern side  of  the  Sambre  Canal,  of- 
fered considerable  resistance,  but  the 
place  waa  captured  at  an  early  hour. 
With  this  town  as  a  footing  the  Brit- 
ish 'got  some  pontoons  across  the 
canal. 

As  the  day  wore  on  the  enemy  re- 
sistance weakened  along  the  Mormal 
forest  sector.  The  Germans  had  not 
expected  an  attack  on  such  a  big 
scale,  and  were  not  prepared  to  with- 
stand  It. 

Lnndrecles  was  protected  by  the 
canal  and  a  flooded  area  to  the  north, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  outflank  the 
place. 

The  flghting  due  east  of  Valenci- 
ennes was  not  heavy.  Enemy  forces 
began  on  Sunday  night  to  withdraw 
toward  the  Aunelle  River,  and  the 
British  troops  pushed  forward  rapid- 
ly over  the  evacuated  ground.  South 
of  Rombles,  however,  German  ma- 
chine gunners  resisted  strongly,  es- 
pecially on  the  high  ground  east  of 
Sebourg,  where  the  British  gained  a 
footing,  but  were  driven  back  by  a 
desperate  counter-attack. 

Th©  First  British  Army  was  oppos- 
ed by  seven  German  divisions,  with 
two  in  reserve,  along  the  Valenciennes 
sector,  and  the  desperate  condition 
Into  -which  some  of  the  enemy  units 
had  fallen  was  quite  evident.  In  th© 
11 1th  Division,  for  example,  there 
were  only  211  rifles.  One  Baden  reg- 
iment was  captured  in  its  entirety. 
These  troops  had  been  sent  in  for  a 
counter-attack,  which  they  carried 
out  and   then   surrendered   in  a  body. 

One  oltlcer  was  most  bitter  in  his 
denunciation  of  the  German  coni- 
mand,  especially  General  Ludendorff. 
because  regular  army  officers  have 
been  held  back  from  the  flghting  line, 
while  civilian  officers  have  been  sent 
In  to  lead  the  men.  He  said:  Em- 
peror William  will  have  to  go.  We 
will  have  no  more  of  that  breed  on 
the  throne." 

The  forest  of  Mormal  was  the  ecene 
of  an  unusual  event.  As  the  British 
advanced  200  German  Infantrymen 
were  seen  fleeing  in  regular  forma- 
tion toward  the  eaat  Captives  were 
streaming  back  to  the  prison  cages 
jXy  More  than  1.300  prisoners 
and  a  large  number  of  guns  have 
b^en  counfed  by  the  British  this 
morning.  From  the  I^ren<:h  '^ce  on 
the  right  came  the  report  that  3,000 
of  the  enemy  had  been  taken  there.

nationalist  motion 

LONDON,  Nov.  6.— After  a  discus- 
■lon  lasting  all  day  the  House  of 
Commons  rejected  by  a  vote  of  19« 
to  115  a-  motion  made  by,  John  Dil- 
lon chairman  of  the  Nationalist 
party,  that  the  Irish  question  should 
be  setUcd  without  delay  on  Presi- 
dent Wilsons  principle  of  self-deter- 
mination. 

As  first  proposed,  the  motion  asked 
that  Great  BrlUin  should  not  enter 
the  peace  conference  until  the  Irish 
question  was  settled.  This  met  with 
vigorous  opposition  from  Edward 
Shortt.  Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland, 
and  Andrew  Bonar  Law.  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  who  argaed  that 
war  had  raised  questions  far  trans- 
cending  Home   Rule. 

Mr.  Dillon  then  consented  to 
amend   his  motion. 

HNALOPERATIONS 

IN  SERBS'  COUNTRY 

PARIS.  Nov.  6. — Operations  In  the 
Eastern  theatre  on  November  4  are 
described  in  the  official  communica- 
tion  last  night  as  follows   : 

"On  the  Save  River  the  Austrians 
have  crossed  the  frontier.  The  town 
of  Chabatx  was  occupied.  On  the 
Danube  our  artillery  Are  brought  an 
enen>y  monitor  to  a  atop.

ITALY  IS  READY    ' 
TO  BE  FRIENDLY 


Senator  Marconi  Says  People 
of  His  Country  Have  Only 
Goodwill  for  Tiiose  of  Aus- 
tria and  Hungary. 


ROME.  Sunday,  Nov.  3. — Italy. 
now  that  Austria-Hungary  Is  out  of 
the  war.  Is  ready  to  extend  to  the 
peoples  of  that  ouuntry  the  hand  of 
friendshii),  declared  Senator  Gugllel- 
nio  Marconi,  head  of  the  Italian  mis- 
sion to  the  United  States  In  1917,  to 
the  Associated  Press  today.  The 
splendid  offensive  of  the  Italian 
army,  he  said,  had  brought  abou{  the 
collapse  of  Austria,  and  Germany 
soon  will  surrender. 

■•Austria's  collapse,"  said  Senator 
Marconi,  "was  caused  by  the  splendid 
offensive  of  our  army.  It  has 
brought  definite  victory  within  our 
reach.  We  may  still  look  for  some 
little  trouble  in  bringing  Germany  to 
her  senses,  but  with  Austria  definitely 
out  of  the  war  and  with  Italy's  veter- 
an legions  free  to  throw  themselves 
against  Germany,  either  on  the 
French  front  or  through  Bavaria,  we 
ought  not  to  be  long  In  convincing 
the  Teutons  of  the  futility  of  resist- 
ance. 

"Italy  may  well  be  proud  of  her 
soldiers  and  sailors.  There  is  perhaps 
no  other  instance  in  history  of  an 
army  which  suffered  such  a  reverse 
as  that  of  Caporetto,  retreating  be- 
fore the  devastating  rush  of  the 
enemy,  and  yet  succeeding  in  turning 
like  a  stag  at  bay  and  holding  up 
that  enemy  behind  a  scant  protec- 
tion of  mountains  and  rivers  until 
help  could  arrive,  and  then  within  a 
year  to  throw  themselves  forward 
and   force  the  enemy  to  surrender. 

"My  countrymen  may  well  be  proud 
also  of  our  navy.  There  Is  no  other 
nation  in  this  war  which  can  point 
to  such  men  as  Rizzo,  Pelllgrlnl,  Ro- 
settl  and  PaollccI,  who  not  only  had 
the  sheer  audacity  merely  to  con- 
ceive such  exploits  as  they  perform- 
ed but  had  the  nerve,  courage,  dar- 
ing and  skill  to  carry  them  out.  We 
may  well  look  for  the  future  and  say, 
'  At  last  the  world  again  is  to  know 
the  blessings  of  peace.  Safeguarded 
by  President  Wilson's  Immortal 
4)rlnciples,  we  will  be  able  to  settle 
down  and  recover  from  the  effects 
of  this  war  without  the  constant 
threat  of  another  conflagration  hang- 
ing over  our  heads.  At  last  the  sway 
of  military  and  brute  force  is  at  an 
end.  An  era  of  peace  and  goodwill 
among   men   has  begun.' 

"But.  in  spite  of  all  this  we  will 
not  treat  the  Austrian  population  in 
a  spirit  of  vengeance,  for  we  do  not 
consider  them  wholly  responsible 
for  the  actions  to  w^ich  they  had 
been  instigated  by  their  rulers.  If 
the  various  peoples  of  Austria  are 
ready  to  form  their  own  govern- 
ments according  to  the  principles 
formulated  by  President  Wilson  and 
to  govern  democratically,  we,  on  our 
side,  are  ready  to  hold  out  our  hand 
to  them  In  friendship  and  to  live  with 
them  aa  goodand  peaceful  neighbors."

AMSTERDAM,  Nov.  6.— In  ap- 
pealing to  the  German  people  for' 
support  the  Berlin  Government  de- 
clared that  it  must  have  the  confi- 
dence of  the  people  and  the  Reichs- 
tag In  carrying  out  reforms.  The 
Government  manifeeto,  which  was  is- 
sued today,  says  that  Germany  is 
being  changed  to  a  democratic  state, 
but  if  the  transformation  is  to  be  a 
succeas  there  must  be  Belf-diacipline 
among  the  people.  The  text  of  the 
manifeeto   follows: 

"The  burden  of  the  present  time 
Is  weighing  heavily  on  the  world  and 
the  German  nation.  We  must  over- 
come these  hard  days  and  their  con- 
sequences. 

"We  must  begin  working  for  the 
happier  time  to  which  the  German 
nation  has  a  right.  The  new  Gov- 
ernment is  engaged  on  this  impor- 
tant work.  Equal  suffrage  is  as- 
sured in  Prussia.  The  new  Govern- 
ment is  made  up  of  representatives 
of  the  majority  parties  in  th©  Reichs- 
tag. 

"The  Imperial  Chancellor  and  his 
colleagues  require  fur  continuance  in 
office  the  confidence  of  the  Reichs- 
tag and  of  the  nation.  The  funda- 
mental rights  have  been  transferred 
from  the  person  of  th©  Kaiser  to  the 
representatives  of  the  nation.  Decla- 
ration of  war  and  conclusion  of  peace 
require  the  sanction  of  the  Reichs- 
tag. 

"The  military  administration  has 
been  placed  under  the  responsibility 
of  the  Imperial  Chancellor,  a  far- 
reaching  amnesty  has  been  granted 
and  freedom  of  the  press  ant^  right 
of  assembly  have  been  guarat»teed. 
There  still  remains,  however,  much 
to   do.  ^ 

'The  transformation  of  Gernwny 
into  a  people's  state  second  to  no 
other  country  in  respect  of  political 
freedom  and  care  of  the  welfare  of 
the  masses  will  be  continued  reso- 
lutely. The  reorganization  can  only 
exercise  its  beneficial  effect  if  it  en- 
counters among  administrative  and 
military  authorities  a  spirit  which 
recognizes  and  promotes  its  alms.  We 
expect  from  our  countrymen  who 
serve  the  commonwealth  In  official 
positions  willing  co-operation. 

"In  all  parts  of  the  state  and  Em- 
pire we  need  the  maintenance  of. 
public  safety  by  the  nation  itself.  We 
have  confidence  in  the  German  peo- 
ple. It  htat  proved  Its  brilliant  quali- 
ties In  four  terrible  years  of  war, 
and  will  not  allow  Itself  to  be  driven 
senselessly  and  uselessly  into  new 
misery  by  visionaries.  Self-discipline 
and  order  are  needed.  All  lack  of 
discipline  will  most  seriously  endan- 
ger the  conclusion  of  a  speedy  peace. 

"The  Government  and  the  com- 
manders of  the  army  and  navy  want 
peace.  They  want  It  honestly.  Until 
then  we  must  protect  our  frontiers 
against  Invasion.  The  troops  who 
for  weeks  have  been  engaged  In  se- 
vere flghting  must  be  relieved  and 
rested.  It  is  for  this  reason  and  no 
other  that  more  men  recently  have 
been   called   up. 

"Men  of  the  army  and  fleet — our 
special  thanks  are  due  to  you  as  well 
as  to  your  leaders.  By  your  deflance 
of  death  and  your  discipline  yOu 
have    saved    the    Fatherland. 

"One  of  our  most  Important  tasks 
Is  economic  reconstruction  so  that 
soldiers  and  sailors  returning  home 
from  the  front  may  flnd  the  possi- 
bility of  assuring  for  themselves  and 
their  families  existence.  All  large 
associations  of  employers  have  de- 
clared themselves  ready  to  re-em- 
ploy Immediately  their  former  em- 
ployees and  workmen  now  serving 
with  the  colors. 

"Provisions  for  employment,  the 
support  of  the  unemployed  and  for 
housing  and  other  measures  with  the 
same  object  are  in  progress  or  have 
been    carried   out. 

"With  the  conclusion  of  peace  will 
come  an  improvement  in  food  and  all 
other   conditions   of  existence." 


SAVAGE  BULGARIANS 
TORTURE  PRISONERS 

ATHENS,  Nov.  6. — British  prison- 
ers returning  from  Bulgaria  say  that 
terrible  tortures  were  practised  by  the 
Bulgarians  upon  prisoners,  some  of 
whom  were  driven  insane. 

Serbian  and  Roumanian  prisoners 
v.ere  badly  mistreated,  and  in  one  In- 
stance a  Greek  was  hung  up  by  the 
feet   and    burned. 

Many  harrowing  reports  arc  told  by 
men  who  have  been  for  some  time  in- 
side the  Bulgarian   lines.

On  account  of 
the  influenza  the  Home  had  been 
quarantined  during  the  month,  and  by 
that  means  had  escaped  having  any 
cases.  One  old  lady  of  86  years  of 
age,  who  was  very  ill  when  she  enter- 
ed the  home  a  couple  of  months  ago, 
died,  but  the  rest  were  all  enjoying 
their  usual  health.  Five  entered  dur- 
ing the  month,  and  two  more  will 
enter  in  a  few  days,  when  there  will 
be  only  three  vacant  rooms. 


A  CIRCUUR  LEHER 


Revision  of  Article  1,  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  Schools, 
Gives  Authority  Required  to 
Fix  School  Hours. 


In  view  of  the  request  for  an  all- 
year-round  flxed  school  day  com- 
mencing at  9  a.  m.  and  flnishing  at 
3  p.  ra.  which  has  been  made  to  .the 
Victoria  Board  of  School  Trustees  by 
the  local  Teachers'  Association,  it  is 
interesting  to  discover  that  the  De- 
partment of  Kducation  but  a  few 
days  prior  to  the  forwarding  of  the 
said  request  Issued  a  circular  letter 
to  the  various  school  boards  through- 
out the  Province  calling  attention  to 
the  revision  of  Article  1  In  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  In  the  Manual  of 
School  Law  which,  in  effect,  gives 
the  respective  boards  the  authority 
required  to  legislate  locally  In  the 
matter. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  cir- 
cular, quoting  Article  1  as  revised. 
It  Is  understood  that  at  Its  meeting 
next  Wednesday  evening  tha  Victoria 
School  Board  will  discuss  the  local 
Teachers'  Association  request  in  the 
light  of  the  authority  which  they  are 
given : 

New  HegvUtion 

Clause  1 — ^The  hours  of  teaching 
shall  h*  from  9  a.  m.  to  12  m.  and 
from  1  p.  m.  to  »:30  p.  m.  from 
March  to  October,  Inclusivs;  and 
from  9:10  a.  m.  to  12  m.  and  from 
1  p.  m.  to  I  p.  m.  from  November  to 
February,  Inclusive.  There  shall  be 
a  rsoaos  of  16  minutes,  extending 
from  10:45  to  11  o'clock,  in  each 
morning's  work  during  the  whole 
year,  and  a  rooess  of  10  minutes,  ex- 
tending from  2:30  to  2:40  o'clock.  In 
each  afternoon's  work  from  March 
to  October,  Inclusive. 

Clause  2. — The  Etoard  of  School 
Trustees  of  any  municipal  school  dis- 
trict, who  may  deem  it  desirable  to 
have  a  uniform  time  for  opening  and 
closing  the  schools  of  the  dis  rict 
throughout  the  whole  school  year, 
shall  have  the  power  of  flxlng.  by 
reaoluUon,  the  time  of  assembling 
and  dlsn^isslnK  the  schools  as  well  as 
of  determining  the  duration  of  the 
noon  Intermission.  In  every  such 
municipal  district  the  schools  shall 
be  In  session  .Ave  hoars  each  day  ( In- 
cluding a  reeeas  of  16  minutes  In  the 
forenoon)  and  shall  not  be  assembled 
before  t  a.  m.  nor  remain  In  seaslon 
later  than  4  p.  m.  There  shttl  l>e  an 
Intermlseton.  beginning  at  11  m..  of 
at  least  one  hoar  between  the  morn- 
ing and  the  afternoon  sessions.

(c.)  "Home"  lessons  should  be 
assigned  with  great  care  and  discre- 
tion. Such  work  should  be  conflned 
to  the  language  subjects  (memoriza- 
tion of  stanzas  of  poetry,  preparation 
of  spellings,  etc.),  review  work  in 
history  and  geography,  collecting  na- 
ture study  material,  and  getting  in- 
formation or  illustrations  about  top- 
ics to  be  taken  up  for  study  in  the 
class-room.  Problems  in  arithmetic 
and  exercises  in  analysis  and  parsing, 
as  well  as  map  drawing  can  be  con- 
ducted profitably  only  under  the  di- 
rection and  guidance  of  the  teftcher 
in  the  schoolt^om  and  should  not 
therefore  form\  a  part  of  the  work 
assigned  for  home  preparation.  Few, 
If  any.  written  exercises  should  be 
given  to  do  out  of  school  hours. 
Home  study  should  not  be  demanded 
of  Junior  Grade  pupils.  How  far 
such  work  is  practicable  in  the 
higher  classes  must  depend  on  the 
circumstances  of  the  individual  pupil. 
Household  and  other  tasks  call  for  a 
share  of  the  time  and  attention  of 
many  children.  It  is  therefore  sug- 
gested that  Intermediate  Grade  pu- 
pils be  not  required  to  devote  more 
than  one  hour  and  Senior  Grade  pu- 
pils no  more  than  one  hour  and  a 
half  to  the  preparation  of  home 
task  seach  day.

kets. But  the  reminder  Is  given  that 
the  board  Is  not  a  benevolent  Insti- 
tution and  its  operations  will  be 
carried  on  on  business  principles.

Detailed  information  of  the  two 
settlement  areas  now  open  are  given 
regarding  soil,  climate,  transporta- 
tion, markets,  etc.  Local  representa- 
tives of  the  board  will  be  stationed 
at  Telkwa  and  Vanderhoof  to  con- 
duct Intending  settlers  over  the  areas, 
and  receive  applications  for  purchase, 
but  all  sales  must  be  confirmed  by 
the  head  office  of  the  board  here. 

Regulations  governing  sale  call  for

clusive of  bulldlnKK  and  fences.  Bona

NOTICE 

Military  Service  Act,  1917. 

EMPLOYMEIIT  OF  MEN  III  DEFAULT 

UNDER  THE  MILITMY 

SERVICE  ACT. 

The  foUowing  Regulations,  recently  approved  by 
the  Governor  General  in  Council,  impose  strict 
obligations  upon  every  employer  TO  ASSURE  HIM- 
SELF THAT  EACH  OF  HIS  EMPLOYEES  OF 
MILITARY  AGE  AND  DESCRIPTION  IS  IN 
POSSESSION  OF  DOCUMENTS  PROVING 
THAT  HE  IS  NOT  IN  ANY  WAY  IN  DEFAULT 
UNDER  THE  MILITARY  SERVICE  ACT. 

An  employer  who  it  charged  with  having  a 
defaulter  in  his  employ  must  be  able  to  prove 
THAT  THE  MILITARY  SERVICE  PAPERS 
ISSUED  BY  THE  REGISTRAR  OR  MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES  TO  THE  EMPLOYEE  IN  QUES- 
TION WERE  PRODUCED  FOR  HIS  INSPEC- 
TION  at  the  time  when  the  employee  was  taken  into 
his  employment,  and  that  it  was  reasonably  estab- 
lished to  his  satisfaction  that  the  man  was  not  in 
default  under  the  Military  Service  Act.  It  should  be 
clearly  understood  that  the  Canadian  Registration 
Certificates  given  on  June  22,  1918,  at  the  time  of 
general  registration,  in  no  way  define  the  status  of  a 
man  under  the  Military  Service  Act.

C.P.R.'s  Western  Manager  Ap- 
peals to  Public  to  Take  With 
Reserve    Hysterical    State- 
.ments  Regarding  Disaster. 


VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  Nov.  6.  — 
Mr,  D'Alton  C.  Colenian,  Western 
manager  of  the  C.P.R.,  who  has  been 
on  the  Coast  the  past  few  days  inves- 
tigating the  loss  of  the  steamer 
Sophia,  gave  the  following  statement 
this  afternoon: 

"The  Canadian  Faciflc  '  Railway 
Company  would  ask  the  public  to 
receive  -with  reserve  any  hysterical 
statements  njade  in  connection  with 
the  loss  of  the  Princess  Sophia.  No 
doubt  a  proper  Government  investi- 
gation  will  be  held  in  due  course, 
and,  in  the  meantime,  In  Justice  to 
the  captain  and  crew  who  lost  their 
lives,  and  in  Justice  to  the  crews  of 
the  American  boats  who  went 
promptly  to  the  rescue  of  the  Sophia. 
Judgment  should   be  suspended. 

"Statements  to  the  effect  that 
Captain  Locke  refused  offers  to  help 
because  j}e  was  awaiting  instructions 
are  absolutely  ridiculous.  This  same 
captain  has  been  known  to  go  sixty 
miles  out  of  his  course  to  render 
assistance  to  a  disabled  vessel  with- 
out InHtructions  from  his  headquar- 
ter.H  and  was  commended  for  so 
doing. 

"In  the  present  case  he  asked  for 
no  instructions  but  merely  reported 
the  situation,  what  help  he  had  re- 
ceived, and  told  why  it  waa  Impos- 
sible to  transfer  the  passengers  at 
once.  Immediately  after  the  ship 
was  fitranded  the  captain  waa  tele- 
gnaphed  about  measures  for  the 
safety  of  the  passengers  and  every 
telegram  sent  him  by  the  manage- 
ment of  our  Coast  service  referred 
exclusively  to  this  point,  and  no  re- 
ference whatever  was  made  to  ijues- 
tlons  of  expense,  or  even  of  salvaging 
the  boat  itself. 

"The  safety  of  the  passengers  was 
our  first  and  only  concern,  and  be- 
ing perturbed  over  the  fact  that  it 
was  impossible  to  get  them  off  on 
the  day  of  the  stranding,  we  tele- 
graphed not  only  our  own  general 
agent  in  Alaska  about  adequate  as- 
sistance, but  the  telegraph  service  be- 
ing such  that  a  proper  reply  was  not 
forthcoming,  a  telegram  was  dis- 
patched to  the  United  States  Collec- 
tor of  Customs,  at  Juneau,  asking  if 
he  could  do  anything,  and  a  satisfac- 
tory reply  waa  received   from   him. 

"As  to  the  measures  which  might 
have  been  taken  to  get  off  the  pas- 
sengers, we  would  refer  the  public  to 
the  official  report  of  the  captain  of 
the  United  States  ship  Cedar  to  his 
government,  and  the  public  state- 
ment given  to  the  press  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Alaska."

Mtgh  praise  of  the  work  bein^  done 
by  the  Saanlch  branch  of  the  Victorian 
Order  of  Nurses  was  voiced  on  Tues- 
day evening  at  the  maetln*  of  the 
Saanlch  Municipal  CouncU.  the  man- 
ner In  which  the  Order  haa  com*  to 
the  fore  In  the  handling  of  the  In- 
fluensa  epidemic  being  the  cause  of  the 
approbation. 

The  matter  was  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Council  by  Chief  of 
Police  Drydan.  who  presented  a  report 
of  the  present  outlook  for  control  of 
the  plague  and  the  number  of  known 
cases  at  present  existing  In  Saanlch. 
He  reporied  there  are  at  present  1^ 
known  cases  in  the  municipality,  of 
these  seven  are  serious.  In  addition, 
there  have  been  at  least  two  deaths, 
'^rs.  Swallow,  of  Falmouth  Road,  and 
Mr.  Persetti,  of  Wilkinson  Road,  hav-' 
Ing  succumbed  within  the  last  week. 
He  stated  that  the  average  nunvber  of 
cases  seen  each  day  for  several  days 
past  had  been  between  flftj'  and  sixty, 
and  that  the  work  done  by  the  Victor- 
ian Order  Nurses  Forshaw  and  Head- 
ington  was  ont  of  the  main  reasons 
why  the  Epidemic  had  been  kept  with- 
in  controllable   limits. 

The  work  had  been  too  much  for 
those  in  charge  of  the  campaign,  and 
at  the  time  Chief  Oryden  made  his  re- 
port to  the  Council  Nurse  Forshaw 
had  been  stricken  with  the  disease  and 
Medical  Health  Officer  Dr.  J.  P.  Vye 
was  also  a  victim. 

Chief  Dryden  stated  that  the  vast 
majority  of  the  known  cases  were  in 
Wards  2  and  7,  but  he  was  sure  that 
there  were  many  other  unreported 
cases  scattered  throughout  the  muni- 
cipality. The  number  of  new  cases 
was  averaging  from  seven  to  ten  each 
day,  and  if  it  was  possible  to  get  ali 
the  patients  to  report  to  the  medical 
officer  the  number  of  known  cases 
would   take  a  sadden  Jump. 

"Isdate  Them,"  Seys  Chief 
Chief  Dryden  expressed  the  convic- 
tion that  the  best  procedure  would 
have  been  for  Saanlch  to  have  estao- 
lUhed  a  special  isolation  hospital  in 
tl|e  earlier  days  of  the  epidemic  In  or- 
der that  the  spread  of  the  disease 
through  families  might  have  been 
stayed.  Experience  showed,  he  said, 
that  the  illness  in  nearly  every  case 
went  completely  through  a  household 
when  the  first  person  to  get  It  was  not 
isolated.  As  to  the  amount  of  work 
which  had  been  done,  he  stated  that  a 
fair  indication  was  given  by  the  fact 
that  In  the  course  of  the  past  week  the 
police  automobile  had  travelled  1,100 
miles  in  connection  with  influenza 
cases,  and  the  car  operated  by  the 
Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  had  done 
even  more. 

Owing  to  the  Illness  of  Miss  For- 
shaw there  had  been  a  possibility  that 
the  work  of  the  Order  was  going  to 
be  brought  to  a  standstill,  but  Miss 
Headington,  their  previous  nurse,  had 
returned  from  training  for  overseas 
service  to  aid  them  and  the  work  wa^ 
going  on  at  high  pressure.  Chief  Dry- 
den stated  that  the  work  was  costing 
the  municipality  some  unprovided  ex- 
pense, but  he  had  been  told  to  do  what- 
ever was  necessary  by  Reeve  Borden 
and  that  the  financial  side  of  the  ques- 
tion was  unimportant  compared  to  the 
need  of  getting  the  epidemic  under 
control.  He  was  glad  to  be  able  to  re- 
port that  matters  were  nothing  like  as 
bad  as  they  might  be.  In  fact,  what 
Saanlch  was  sufTerlng  was  not  to  bo 
compared  with  the  Mainland  munici- 
palities for  severity,  according  to  re- 
ports  which  he  had  received. 

Only  Wanted  Mild  Cases 

Regarding  the  provision  of  isolation 
hospital  facilities.  Chief  Dryden  stated 
that  Dr.  Price,  of  the  City  of  Victoria, 
had  agreed  to  allow  Saanlch  to  send 
cases  of  influenza  to  the  city  hospital 
on  Fort  Street,  but  the  cues  which 
Saanlch  wanted  to  send  were  those 
with  high  temperatures,  and  such 
coses  Dr.  Price  did  not  want  to  accept, 
as  the  possibility  of  fatal  endings  In 
such  cases  was  very  high  an<l  he 
wanted  to  keep  the  slate  of  the  city 
institution  as  clean  as  possible  by 
keeping  out  all  pneumonia  cases.  Be- 
cause of  this  the  city's  offer  had  not 
been  of  much  assistance  to  Saanlch. 

In  the  general  discussion  which  fol- 
lowed Councillor  Jones  said:  "l  am  of 
opinion  that  the  Victorian  Order 
should  be  put  in  charge  of  the  cam- 
paign, and  if  they  see  fit  to  establish 
a  temporary  Isolation  hospital  they 
should  be  permitted  to  do  so  and 
Saanlch  should   finance   It." 

Reeve  Borden  said  that  both  Dr.  Vye 
and  Dr.  Holmes  had  agreed  that  there 
was  no  need  of  such  a  special  institu- 
tion, and  that  conditions  were  as  well 
In   hand  as  could  be  expected. 

Replying  to  a  question  as  to  the 
paucity  of  records  for  known  cases. 
Chief  Dryden  stated  that  both  the 
patients  and  the  medical  fraternity 
were  to.  blame.  The  doctors  neglectea 
to  Inform  the  Saanlch  medical  ofHcer 
of  their  patients  and  many  people 
doctoring  themselves  took  no  steps  to 
notify   the  authorities. 

This  statement  by  the  Chief  brought 
Councillor  Dlggon  to  his  feet  with  a 
hot  defence  of  the  medicos,  who.  he 
claimed,  were  the  hardest  worked  men 
In  the  Victoria  district  today.  He 
secured  an  admission  from  Chief  Drfe 
den  that  out  of  the  fifty  cases  seen  tha? 
day  only  a  few  were  under  the  care  of 
a  doctor  and  took  his  seat  with  "There 
you  are:  the  patients  are  to  blama  all 
the  type:  they  won't  report  their  ill- 
nesses." 

Connclllor  Hfnderson  was  pessi- 
mistic. He  thought  the  whole  situa- 
tion was  very  serious,  and  felt  that 
the  aame  steps  which  would  be  taken 
to  control  small-pox  should  be  adopted 
In  dealing  with  influensa.  urytnc  that 
the  strictest  kind  of  qnarantln*  and' 
isolation  would  yet  be  neoesaary  be- 
fore the  disease  Is  brought  undar  con- 
trol. 

'It  seems  to  m«,  that  the  district  me- 
dicos should  get  together  and  tmue  as 
a  body  a  list  of  the  best  remedies  and 
the  manner  In  which  they  should  be 
used.  In  order  that  everyone  may  hav*- 
them  In  their  houites  ss  preceation- 
ary  maasurcs." 

Councinor  Henderson  pal4  a  trlbul« 
to  Chief  I>ryden  and  the  work  which 
he  had  done  In  the  course  of  the  past 
week  and  advocated  leaving  the  cam- 
paign In  his  hand^.  with  no  restric- 
tions as  to  capendlturea.

That  there  are  plenty  of  pheasants 
this  year  is  the  general  verdict  of  the 
majority  of  sportsmen  who  have 
been  out  after  the  "rlngnecks."  Now 
that  shooting  has  been  going  on'  for 
some  ten  days,  the  birds  are  not  quite 
so  confiding  as  they .  were  at  the 
^opening  and  the  hunters  have  to 
work  harder  for  their  bags,  but  the 
man  with  straight  powder  and  a  good 
dog  has  no  cause  to  complain  of 
lack   of   sport. 

There  has  been  some  criticism  in 
certain  quarters  of  the  policy  of  the 
Kame  board  in  allowing  a  certain 
percentage  of  hens  to  be  shot.  There 
have,  of  course,  been  a  large  num- 
ber of  hens  killed,  but  there  have 
been  a  much  greater  number  of 
cocl<H  find  their  way  Into  hunters' 
bags  and  game  pockets,  and  a  very 
large  number  of  men  who  have 
bern  out  after  pheasants  have  re- 
frained from  shpoting  hens  and  set 
themselves  to  get  their  limit  bag  of 
six  cocks  a  day.  There  need  be  no 
fear  that  the  breeding  stock  will  be 
reduced  so  much  that  next  season 
will  be  a  poor  one.  There  will  be 
lots  of  birds  left  when  the  season 
closes.     The    hens    are    learning    wis- 


dom by  experience,  and,  although  a 
certain  percentas*  of  easy  ones  get 
"soaked."  It  is  expected  that  the  pro- 
per balance  of  the  sexes  will  have 
been  maintained  when  the  armistice 
goes  into  effect,  with  the  tribe  of 
phaslanus.  and  ihe  gunners  have  to 
turn  their  attention  to  the  ducks  and 
#eese  for  the  remainder  of  the  shoot- 
ing season. 

Added  to  which  the  critics  of  the 
present  policy,  who  may  have  fears 
that  the  stock  of  breeding  hens  is 
being  unduly  depleted,  can  take 
comfort  from  the  fact  that  the  game 
board  expects  to  have  not  less  than 
S.OOO  young  birds  to  turn  loose 
in  the  Spring.  The  government 
breeding  pens  have  been  run  very 
successfully.  Last  Spring,  from  &. 
breeding  stock  of  twenty-four  hens 
and  four  cocks,  480  birds  were  rais- 
ed. The  3,000  birds,  which,  it  is  cal- 
culated, will  be  liberated  next  Spring, 
will  be  Mongolians.  These  pheas- 
ants are  a  third  as  big  again  as  the 
ordinary  Chinese  rlngneck.  They  are 
a  different  species  altogether,  al- 
though the  Chinese  rlngnecks  have 
very  frequently  been  erroneously  call- 
ed  on   this   continent   Mongolians. 

The  common  pheasant  of  Vancouver 
Island  and  the  British  Columbia 
Mainland  is  phaslanus  torquatus  or 
ring-necked  pheasnt,  the  most  com- 
mon of  the  many  varieties  of  pheas- 
ant which  are  native  to  China.  Pha- 
slanus mongolious,  the  Mongolian 
pheasant.  Is  a  different  bird  alto- 
gether, a.  native  of  Mongolia  but  not 
of  China.  It  has  been  proved  that 
the  Mongolian  pheasant  crosses  freely 
with  the  Chinese  pheasant,  and  the 
progeny  of  the  cross  la  fertile.  The 
introduction  of  a  large  number  of 
Mongolians,  which  will  without  doubt 
breed  freely  with  the  common  rlng- 
necks, will  result  In  a  great  improve- 
ment in  the  stock  of  pheasants  as  a 
whole,  and  there  need  be  no  fear, 
BO  long  as  the  present  policy  is  pur- 
sued, of  the  pheasant  shooting  in 
British    Columbia    deteriorating.

Major  Macintosh,  Chief  Med- 

,  ical  Consuitant,  Reports  That 

Epidemic  Js  Nearly  Stampe(r 

Out  fr^m  Among  Soldiers. 


'^ur  suec**!.  I  believe,  has  been  due 
in  the  flnt  place  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  the  men  rlirbt  on  hand  where  we 
««n  treat  them  tit  once,  and  In  the 
•eeond  place  to  the  fact  that  we  can 
take  the  caaee  at  the  time  that  they 
aM  most  contaftoue  and  isolate  them, 
•o  that  they  will  not  vlve  the  dlaeaae 
to  othera,"  nald  Ifajor  Macintosh 
laat  nlfht,  epeakinc  to  the  check  which 
h^  been  placed  on  the  Influenza  epi- 
demic eo  far  aa  ,the  troop*  atatloned 
In  British  Columl^a  are  concerned. 

.Major   Macintosh,   as   chief  medical 
consultant  for  Military  District  Na  11 
since   the  commencement  of  the  out- 
break,  has  devoted  his   whole  time  to 
Its  study,  and  has  just  returned  from 
an  Inspection  trip  of  the  hospitals  of 
the   Island.     At   the   request     of     the 
A;D.M.8..  Ueut.-Col.    Doherty.   he  last 
nigrbt  consented   to   five  some     partl- 
<;ulars  of  the  situation  so   far     as  ifio 
oandlinf  and  treatment  of  the  outbreak 
which    bevan   over   Ave   weeks  Sfo     in 
this   Province  la  concerned. 
^       A   few  days   aso  The   Colonist   pub- 
lished  a   statement   of   the   number   of 
cases     which     had     occurred     in     the 
various   military   hospitals,     both     al- 
ready   existing     and      those     specially 
thrown  open   to  cope   with  the  emerc- 
ency.     This   was  a   full   report   for  the 
month   of  October,  ahowlnv   the  crand 
total   of   Influenza  cases   to     be     1,399. 
with    166    pneumonia     cases     and      51 
deatha.     Since   then,  October  81,  there 
have    been    approximately    100   further 
caaea    and    four      deatha.        Yesterday 
there  was  only  a  aing le  new  case  re- 
ported  In  the  Victoria  district,  and  In 
Vancouver,   he  reports,   the  disease  Is 
practically    stamped    out      among     the 
aoldlera.     The  Intention  Is,  he  adda,  to 
cloae   two   of   the   hospitals   over   there 
very    ahortly,    keeping    open    F^alrmont 
for   the   care   of  auch   further  patients 
a  may  require  attention. 

Most  Dangrroas 

Major  Maclntoah  reporta  that  the 
medical  authorltiea  regard  the  man 
who  la  just  developing  the  dlseaae  aa 
the  most  dangerous  to  the  community. 
When  he  becomes  himself  dangerously 
111  he  Is  the  least  menace  to  those 
around  him.  The  explanation  la  that 
the  Influenxa  germ  orlglnatea  In  the 
nose,  throat  and  mouth,  when  It  la  ob- 
vfoua  that  It  might  be  moat  com- 
municable. Thia  la  the  mode  of  origin. 
At  the  aame  time  it  la  during  thia 
stage  of ,  the  diaeaae  that  the  poaalbll- 
ity  of  recovering  the  germ  Is  hlgheat 
Xhla  la  where  the  advantage  of  hav- 
ing the  patient  under  aurveillance  and 
treatment  from  the  beginning  be- 
comca'  apparent.  After  the  patient  la 
ranlly  alck  the  germs  have  gone  down 
Into  the  lung,  where  they  cannot  be 
recovered.  This  Is  the  point  where 
pneumonia  begins,  and  the  tigurea 
which  the  Chief  Medical  Consultant 
gives  are  good  evidence  in  favor  of 
state  medicine  In  view  of  the  record 
which  they  afford  and  the  proof  which 
this  gives  of  the  possibility  of  follow- 
ing oiit  caa4a  and  Introducing  pre- 
ventive work  before  curative  work  be- 
comea  necesaary. 

"Our  statistics  show  from  autopsies 
that  the  influenza  bacillus  was  pres- 
ent in  76  per  cent  of  all  cases  taken. 
There  are  three  srerms,  the  Pfellter 
bacillus  of  influenza,  present  In  76 
per  cent;  the  streptococcus,  present 
alone  In  66  per  cent,  and  with  the 
pneumococcus  22  per  cent,  making  a 
total  of  88  per  cent.  Pneumococcus 
is  present  alone  in  12  per  cent; 
mixed  with  streptococcus  in  22  per 
cent,  making  a  total  of  34  per  cent," 
stated  Major  Maclntoah,  giving  the 
bacteriology  of  the  dlaeaae. 

There  were  no  deatha  from  influ- 
enza alone,  except  In  the  case  of  a 
nurse  who  died  from  heart  condl- 
tloh  coupled  with  the  primary  Ill- 
ness. Slxty-slx  per  cent  of  the  cases 
were  typical  broncho-pneumonia  with 
88  low  bar  pneumoniae,  more  or 
leas  typical. 

Bffect  of  Movemont 

Any  variation  there  might  have 
been  for  the  worse  In  the  death  rate 
&t  any  of  the  military  hoepluls.  the 
medical  consultant  was  inclined  to 
connect  with  the  longer  transporta- 
tion required  to  get  the  men  to  hos- 
pital. The  less  movement  patients 
had  the  better  results.  Two  things 
they  learned  were  all-important:  To 
get  the  cases  right  at  the  beginning, 
and  to  move  the  men  aa  little  aa  pos- 
sible. 

"Another  point  which  I  should  like 
to  mention,"  he  continued.  "A  meet- 
ing of  the  medical  men  was  held  In 
Vancouver  on  Monday,  and  at  which 
Home  75  or  80  medical  men  were 
preeent,  passed  an  unanimous  resolu- 
tion, stating  that  alcohol  had  no  U8« 
whatever  as  a  preventative  of  the 
disease." 

An  interesting  point  is  made  by 
Major  Macintosh.  The  last  influ- 
pnsa  epidemic  was  29  years  ago. 
Those  who  survived  the  epidemic  at 
that  time  retained  more  or  less  Im- 
munity, which  Immunity  transmitted 
to  children  born  after  that  time 
would  "peter  out"  between  the  age  of 
20-85,  just  the  age  to  which  the  ma- 
tortty  of  the  soldiers  belong.  So  that 
really  the  soldier  is  as  a  class  prob- 
ably the  most  vulnerable  to  the  dls- 
•liae  and  might  be  expected  to  show 
the  hlgheat  percentage  of  cases.  On

AFFECTED  BT  RULING 


Appeal   Coot   Periahm  Has 

of  CtienMiiii—  Heldlnga. 


A  judgment  which  has  an  Important 
bearing  upon  the  future  development 
of  coal  lands  In  which  Seattle  intarcsts. 
headed  by  Mr.  Samuel  Hill,  as  well  as 
Island  interests,  which  Include  Mr.  3. 
II.  Hawthomthwalte,  M.PJ>..  was 
rendered  at  Vancouver  by  the  Court 
of  Appeal  m  favor  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Treat, 
et  al,  in  the  case  of  the  Elsqulmalt  A 
Nanalmo  Railway  Company  vs.  Treat. 
The  case  Involved  the  ownerahip  of 
mineral  rights  under  the  foreshore  of 
the  B.  4k  N.  land  belt  along  nearly  one- 
half  of  the  eaat  coaat  of  Vancouver 
laland. 

The  Provincial  Government  con- 
veyed to  the  Dominion  Government  in 
1S83  the  land  to  be  granted  the  railway 
company  Ip  connection  with  the  pro- 
poaed  railway.  The  purpose  was  that 
during  the  construction  of  the  railway 
the  Dominion  should  act  as  trustee 
and  administer  the  lands,  with  the 
privilege  of  selling  plots  to  bona  flde 
settlers  at  81  an  acre,  the  nraney  tlins 
obtained  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
company  on  completion  of  the  road. 

The  Dominion  Government  transfer- 
red this  land  to  the  company,  assum- 
ing also  to  transfer  the  foreshore 
landa  and  the  mineral  righta  under 
them,  "in  ao  far  aa  they  were  veated 
In  the  Dominion."  It  la  claimed,  of 
courae,  that  these  were  never  vested 
In  the  Dominion,  and  therefore  It  had 
nothing  to  transfer. 

The  defendant  Treat  and  hia  aaao- 
ciatea  staked  some  claims  In  the  Che- 
mainua  diatrict  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  bordering  on  the  shore  at  high 
water  mark,  and  obtained  licenaea 
from  the  Provincial  Government.  The 
railway  company  proteated  to  the 
minister  against  the  issue  of  these 
licences,  and  the  protest  was  disal- 
lowed. 

Court  action  waa  taken  by  the  com- 
pany to  declare  Treat  and  hia  aaao- 
ciatea  treapaaaers,  but  Mr.  Juatlce 
Clement  at  the  trial  dlsmiaaed  the  ac- 
tion. The  company  appealed  then  to 
the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  the  case  was 
heard  at  the  last  altting  of  that  court 
In  Victoria  and  judgment  waa  re- 
aerved. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  aat  In  Van- 
couver on  Tuesday  for  the  purpose  of 
handing  down  judgments  when  a  de- 
cision was  given  in  favor  of  Treat, 
which  means  that  the  decision  also 
favors  a  number  of  other  a  takers  of 
mineral  rights  under  the  foreshore  of 
the  Kast  Coast  of  the  Island,  within 
the  E.  &  N.  land  belt. 

The  location  in  question  covers  one 
of  the  richest  coal  mining  areaa  on  the 
Island. 

Oscar  Baaa,  of  Victoria,  appeared  for 
Treat,  and  E.  P.^Drfl'fe,  KjC.,  of  Van- 
couver, and  H.  B.  Robertaon.  of  Vic- 
toria, for  the  railway  company.

ties, may   be  posaiblo  of  settlement  at 
the  concluiiion  of  the  war.     Already  a 
basis     of     nnderatandlng     has        been 
renohed   between   the   Czechs  and   the 
Poles  with  regard  to  their  conflicting 
claims    in    Slieaia.        The      Ukrainians 
and  thOaPolea  have  alao  come  to  terma 
for  an  adjudication   of  their  clash   of 
territorial  claima.     With  the  composi- 
tion of  all  auch  differencea.  prlnciplea 
and  policies  will  be  laid  down  for  uni- 
fied   action    on    the    larger    questlona 
Almost  those  who  have  taken  part  In 
the    conference    are    Professor    T.    K. 
Masaryk.   President   of     the     Czecho- 
slovak   National   Council,      recognized 
by    the    Allied    Governments    as    the 
supreme  body  of  the  Czecho-Slovaks; 
Ignace    J.    Padrewski,    of    the    Polish 
National  Committee,  Ramon  Dmowskl 
Prealdent     of     the      Poliah      National 
Council   at    Paria   and    Dr.    H.    Hlnko- 
votch  o(  the  Jugo-Slav  Council. 
Problem   of   Centuries 
Professor    H.    A.    Miller,    who    was 
aswHslated  with  the  Carnegie  Founda- 
tion In  the  study  of  immigrant  popu- 
lation In  the  United  States,   has  been 
the  director  of  the  organization  In  Its 
•tforts  to  reconcile   differences.  .  Pro- 
fessor Miller  regards     the     movement 
as  one  of  the  utmost  Importance  and 
promise.     "This  problem."  he  said  in 
a    recent    Interview,    "began      in      the 
Middle    Ages   and.    with    the   shift   of 
subject  nationalities  from  one  oppres- 
sion to  another,  it  came  'down  through 
the    centuries    as    the    great    unstable 
factor  In  Europe.     Always  there  v^as  a 
struggle,  under  the  surftuM  or  on  th. 
top,  for  right  settlement.     There  can 
be  no  real  peace  In  Europe  until  the 
right  settlement   Is   made,  and   there- 
fore, the  moat  momentous  thing  since 
th.  outbreak  of  the  war  Is  the  work 
now  being  undertaken  In  Wastiington 
far  MMiy^  wt/Mmwnax," 


Professor  Miller  declared  that  every 
thing  attempted  and  done  by  the 
conference  waa  kept  in  cloae  accord 
with  President  Wllaon'a  utterances 
aa  affected  war  aims  and  settlement 
Of  the  understanding  reached  by  the 
conference  he  said: 

"Two  baaia  principlea  have  been 
agreed  upon;  First,  the  self-determin- 
ation of  each  group;  second,  co-opor- 
atlon  among  all  groups  against  Teu- 
tonic aggression.  There  will  also  be 
mutual  help  In  Hmoottiing  out  internal 
diffloultlea.  but  abnolutcly  no  effort 
or  thought  of  Interfering  with  nation- 
al democraciea.  In  other  wordH.  each 
group  will  be  independent,  ao  far  as 
its  own  national  life  is  concerned. 

"The  new  league  standa  on  the 
declaration  that  there  can  be  no  real 
peace,  no  organization  of  Europe  that 
will  endure  without  the  break-up  of 
Austria-Hungary.  The  people  In  this 
country  have  been  alow  to  grasp  that 
as  a  necessity  for  a  removal  of  con- 
ditions that  brought  about  this  war. 
Some  people  have  said:  'Why  not 
autonomy  under  Austria-Hungary?' 
There  could  be  none.  People  who  In 
Austria-Hungary  represent  65  per 
cent  of  the  population,  who  have  suf- 
fered so  much  in  the  past,  will  suffer 
longer  and  continue  the  struggle  for 
real  freedom  rather  than  accept  a 
compromise  that  would  result  in  no 
lasting  peace.  . 

"When  the  end  of  the  war  comes 
a  great  question  will  be  how  to  pre- 
vent Oermany  from  making  another 
Imperialistic  outbreak  In  tha  futar.. 
Ail  see  now  that  the  danger  will  be 
In  the  East  and  here  Is  the  logical 
answer  to  that  question:  A  barrier 
of  democratic  governments  will  b. 
established,  from  the  Baltic  to  the 
Adriatic,  between  Oermany  and  th. 
East."

are  many  aerioua  casea  in  the  hospital. 

In  consequence  of  the  above  mess- 
age Dr.  Newton  who,  last  week  made 
a  trip  of  inspection  along  the  line  of 
the  P.O.E.  with  Instructions  to  report 
to  the  Department  on  what  additional 
measure,  were  necessary  to  meet  the 
unprecedented  altuation,  haa  been  sent 
to  Ullooet.

SPEEDfeOATIS 


Marine  Inquiry  Waits  for  Wit- 
ness, Who  May  Settle  Ques- 
tion— Four  Witnesses  Heard 
Yesterday  Morning. 


The  speed  of  the  Princess  Adelaide 
at  the  time  she  ran  on  Oeorglna  Point 
at  the  entrance  to  Active  Pass  la  a 
point  which  the  marine  inquiry  will 
endeavor  to  settle  before  any  decision 
will  be  reached.  As  Third  Engineer 
McKay,  offcer  on  watch  at  the  time  of 
the  accident,  la  In  New  Westminster, 
having  been  called  to  hU  d:^lng  sister's 
bedside,  the  Investigation  was  post-., 
poned  yesterday  mornlns  until  Friday, 
when  he  will  appear  before  the  court. 

Mr.  K.  A-  MoDlarmld.  cuunael  for 
Capt.  Hunter  and  Second  Offlcer  Or- 
miaton,  claimed  that  the  Adelaide  must 
have  been  making  sixteen  and  a  halt 
knots  on  the  day  of  the  stranding  In- 
stead of  16.4  knota  aa  usual.  ThU 
would  account  for  her  making  the 
trip  too  quickly  and  overrunning  her 
course  as  she  did. 

Capt.  J.  D.  Macpherson,  Wreck  Com- 
mlsaloner.  sUled.  however,  that  the 
evidence  of  the  chief  engineer  the  pre- 
vious day  had  shown  that  the  Ade- 
laide had  never  made  sixteen  knots  on 
any  of  her  five  previous  trips.  The 
only*  time  she  .im'roaclied  this  speed 
was  In  going  thmugh  Vancouver  Nar- 
rows with  a  strong  ebb  tide. 

I'oiir  witnf'HBes  were  heard  yesterday 
morning  at  the  Inquiry. 

Oscar  Renuud,  oil  (ireman,  stated 
that  he  had  been  an  oil  llreman  on  the 
Adelaide  for  the  past  tlve  montha  He 
went  on  watch  at  noon  and  It  was  his 
duty  to  keep  the  steam  at  a  steady 
pressure.  A«  on  the  previous  day,  the 
guage  had  registered  174   pounds. 

Just  aa  the  Adelaide  was  entering 
the  Pass  Mr.  Renaud  heard  one 
whlBtle.  and  he  got  the  telegraph 
signal  to  close  the  watertight  doors,  a 
usual  precaution. 

Could  Have  Meals  on  Bridge 

When  the  Adelaide  struek  he  turned 
off  the  oil  on  his  own  initiative  in  or- 
der to  keep  down  the  steam  pressure. 
However,  he  was  ordered  later  to  turn 
on  the  oil  again  In  order  to  maintain 
a  pressure  of  steam. 

That  there  waw  nothing  to  prevent 
the  captain  having  his  meals  on  the 
bridge  waa  the  testimony  of  Shore 
Steward   Rowlands. 

IxKtkout  Nelson  was  the  man  who 
relieved  the  quartermaster  at  the  wheel 
while  latter  went  to  lunch,  and  he  waa 
again  relieved  at  13:30  when  he  went 
back  to  his  work  of  polishing  brass- 
work.  He  had  heard  the  foghorn  on 
Qeorgina  Point  three  times  and  had 
talten  his  station  near  the  bell  between 
decks  forward,  believing  that  tho  wea- 
ther was  getting  thick  and  he  might 
be  called  to  take  his  station  as  look- 
out. 

Capt,  8tewai-d  Ernest  Birch  also 
testified  that  there  waa  nothing  to 
prevent  the  captain  having  his  meals 
on  the  bridge  If  he  so  wl.thed. 

SHIPBUILDERS  SAVE 
I       LIVES  OF  TWO  BOYS 


Cliolborg  Shipyard   Kmpktyeefl   Arrive 

Junt  In  Time  to  Pull  Drowning 

Boyn  Oat  of  Deep  Water 


Frank  Duncan,  aged  eight,  son  of 
Sergt.  Duncan,  of  517  Esquimalt 
Road,  had  a  narrow  escape  from 
drowning  yesterday  afternoon,  and 
his  brother  Robert,  aged  10,  had  a 
similar  escape  when  he  risked  his  life 
to  save  him.  the  mishap  to  the  boys 
taking  place  et  the  pond  near  the 
Cholherg  Shipyards  at  about  4 
o'clock.  The  lads,  in  coAipany  with 
several  other  children,  were  engaged 
in  a  model  sailboat'  racing  conteat. 

The  boy  Frank  fell  Into  deep  water 
when  endeavoring  to  nianoeuvre  his 
top  sklfr,  and  amid  a  din  of  shrieks 
from  their  playmates  Robert  Jumped 
Into  the  water  In  an  effort  to  pull  hln 
brother  to  land.  In  this  he  was  un- 
succeaaful.  The  Incident  was  well  on 
th*  way  to  becoming  a  tragedy  when 
the  cries  of  the  children  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  engineer  at  tho  mill, 
who  gave  the  alarm. 

Ronald  W.  Melville,  employed  on 
the  floor  of  the  moulding  loft  over  the 
mill,  was  the  first  to  catch  the  signal, 
and  running  the  hundred  yards  which 
Intervened  In  a  few  secondh  he  made 
a  twenty-foot  leap  Into  the  <pool, 
secured  tho  younger  boy  and  brought 
him  ashore.  A  few  seconds  lat*r 
flThomas  White,  of  2867  Foul  Bay 
Road,  employed  as  a  fireman  at  tha 
mill,  performed  a  like  service  for  the 
plucky  Robert.

When  the  steam  trawler  G.  E.  Fos- 
ter arrived  at  Prince  Rupert  after 
searching  for  the  lost  patrol  ship 
Galiano  and  finding  the  body  of  8«a- 
,man  Ebbs,  the  captain  of  the  vessel 
said: 

"There  seems  to  be  n^doubt  to  me 
but  that  tha  vessel  haj^oundered  in 
the  heavy  seas.  The  whole  of  the 
'  Hecate  Straits  is  Just  one  maas  of 
white  foam,  and  It  is  blowing  a  liv- 
ing gal*;,  with  a  tremendous  sea  run- 
ning. It  Is  possible  that  one  of  thess 
unlucky  seas  was  shipped  by  the  Gali- 
ano and  with  that  weight  of  water 
rolling  around  inside  her.  her  bulk- 
heads would  soon  give  way,  causing 
her  tb  roll  the  more*  arid  ship  other 
seas. 

"The  man  we  picked  up  had  on  a 
lifebelt,  which  had  evidently  been 
fastened  in  a  hurry,  as  it  was  not 
done  correctly,  and  his  clothes  bora 
the  appearance  of  having  been  hur- 
riedly put  on,  as  if  he  had  Just  tum- 
bled out  of  his  bunk  before  rushing 
on  deck.  There  is  every  probability 
that  as  the  ship  filled,  the  air  In  her 
cabins  blew  off  the  skylight,  which  we 
picked   up." 

Hanging  on  to  the  skylight  picked 
up  was  the  ditty  bug  belonging  to 
George  Henry  Musty,  stoker,  con- 
taining a  few  articles  of  clothing. 


The  salvage  steamer  Tees  left 
Juneau  for  Victoria  yesterday  and 
will  arrive  here  about  Saturday.  Capt. 
W.  II.  Logan  wired  Manager  A.  C 
Burdick  of  the  B.  C.  Salvage  Co.  yes- 
terday that  they  had  sent  a  diver 
down  to  the  Sophia  wreck  on  Tuesday 
but  without  finding  anything.  He 
had  concluded  that  the  boat  could  be 
of  no  more  use  at  the  scene  and 
therefore  decided  to  start  for  home. 
At  the  various  times  when  the  weath- 
er has  been  clear  enough  to  send 
divers  to  the  wreck  thsy  have  recov- 
ered altogether  one  box  of  bullion 
valued  at  1100,000  and  forty  trunks 
of  baggage.  The  bullion  was  con- 
signed  to   the   American    Express   Co. 

The  end  of  the  CP.R.  pier  In  Van- 
couver will  be  reserved  for  the  un- 
identified dead  brought  down  by  the 
Princess  Alice  next  week.  The  bodies 
will  be  arranged  in  order  to  allow  for 
easy  identification  by  friends  or  rela- 
tives. Those  bodies  not  identified  at 
the  pier  will  be  removed  to  a  city 
morgue  until  further  arranirementa 
for  identification  can  be  made. 

The  company  will  meet  all  burial 
expenses  except  In  the  case  of  special 
plots,  while  the  expense  of  shipping 
bodies  to  eastern  or  southern  points 
will  be  borne  by  the  company. 

All  bodies  Identified  or  unide^ttified, 
will  be  brought  down  by  the  Alice, 
with  the  exception  of  those  which 
relatives  or  friends  asked  Governor 
Rlggs,  of  Alaska,  to  have  burled  in 
the  north. 

The  fifty  horses  on  the  Sophia  were 
to  have  gone  to  Siberia  for  use  with 
the  troops  there.  They  were  evident- 
ly drowned  in  their  stalls  as  no  car- 
oases  have  yet  been  found  floating. 
Divers  did  not  go  deep  enough  to 
locate  any  of  them. 

GOVERNMENT  OFFICIAL 
URe  SHIPOWNER 


New  Lloyd's  Register  Puts  Brit- 
ish Shipping  Controller  Down 
as  in  Control  of  Nearly  1,000 

•    Ships. 


The  new  Issue  of  Lloyd's  Register 
recently  published  contained  some  In- 
teresting facts.  For  the  first  time  in 
modern  shipping  history  It  Is  a  Gov- 
ernment offlclal  and  not  a  private 
shipping  company  that  appears  as 
the  largest  owner.  T»#i  Is  Sir  Joseph 
Maclay.  British  Shipping  Controller, 
who  has  nearly  1.000  ships  after  his 
name  and  address  in  the  Register. 
The  names  of  the  ships  he  owns  oc- 
cupy eight  columns  of  small  type. 
When  the  war  broke  out  the  Ham- 
burg-American Company  ,was  the 
largest  Individual  owner.  Not  far 
behind  the  British  Shipping  Control- 
ler Is  the  United  States  Shipping 
Board,  to  enumerate  the  vessels  of 
which   requires  five  columns  of  type. 

In  the  detailed  description  of  ves- 
aels  which  form  the  greater  portion 
of  the  Register,  there  are  thirty-four 
pages  of  ships,  each  of  which  begins 
with  the  word  "War."  These  boats 
grs  all  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
British  Shlpplnc  .Controller,  except 
subh  as  have  been  requisitioned  by 
the  United  States  Government  In  the 
SUtes. 

Th*  Register  contains  a  list  of 
some  300  German  and  Austrian  ves- 
sels launched  between  1»14  and  1918, 
but  sets  forth:  "As  to  which  It  has 
been  impossible  to  get  further 
authentic  details."  The  list  is  made 
up  for  the  moat  part  of  small  ves- 
sels, less  than  a  fourth  being  over 
6,000  gross  tens.  The  largest  ships 
In  the  list  are  the  Muenchen.  12,000 
gross  tons,  and  the  Rheinland,  11,- 
500   gross  tons.

Bringing  as  passengers  the  French 
Ambassador  to  Japan,  four  Russian 
officers  and  one  full-blooded  Cher- 
okee Indian  chief,  the  N.Y.K.  liner 
Kamo  Maru  made  port  yesterdaV 
morning. 

The  vessel  flew  the  tricolor  at  the 
mast  head  in  honor  of  Mons.  M,  F. 
Delanney,  French  Ambassador  at 
Toklo,  who  Is  now  on  a  hurried  trip 
to  France,  where  his  wife  recently 
died.  Before  crosuing  to  ITrance  he 
will  confer  with  the  United  States 
officials  at  Washington. 

While  here  M.  Delanney  was  taken 
on  a  motor  trip  about  the  city  and 
environs  by  Mr.  Francis,  French  con- 
sul, a  courtesy  of  which  he  waa  par- 
ticularly  appreciative. 

The  four  Russian  officers.  Col. 
Vladlmar  Lebedeff,  Lleut.-Col.  Geo. 
Akintlersky  and  Lieuts.  M.  Poldiaeff 
and  K.  Porflrleff,  are  a  mission  from 
the  Russian  Government  now  estab- 
lished at  Omsk.  They  will  go  on 
to  Montreal  and  from  there  will  enter 
the  States,  where  they  will  confer 
in  connection  with  the  military  op- 
erations against  the  Oerman-Bolshe- 
vlkl  forces. 

The  officers  have  been  attached  to 
the  Siberian  forces  on  the  Volga 
front  and  saw  a  considerable  amount 
ot  flghtlng  with  the  regular  Russian 
army  before  the  revolution  when 
thfcy  went  with  many  others  to 
Siberia. 

Chief  Hailstorm  has  for  four  years 
been  touring  Japan.  China  and  Si- 
beria, depicting  upon  the  stage  the 
life  of  the  Cherokee  Indians.  Dur- 
ing his  stay  in  the  difTerent  coun- 
tries he  picked  up  a  working  know- 
ledge of  the  Japanese,  ChlneH*  and 
Russian  languages.  He  Is  known  by 
his  people  as  Yu  Wah  Zonta,  but  he 
Is  down  on  the  passenger  list  as  J. 
T.  Vannoy.  He  was  formerly  con- 
nected with  the  Universal  Film  Com- 
pany as  a  movie  actor. 

The  Kamo  Maru  had  on  board 
fifty-eight  saloon,  twenty  second- 
class  passengers  and  136  steerage. 
Quite  a  number  of  passengers  landed 
here.  Tho  cargo  was  a  general  one 
with    about    1,000    tons   for   this   port. 

AMSTERDAM,  Nov.  6. — Michael 
Karolyl  with  several  members  of  the 
National  Council  and  the  Workmen 
and  Soldiers'  .Councils  will  leave 
shortly  for  Padua  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  peace  negotiations  with  Gen- 
Diaz,  the  Italian  commander-in-chief.

MILITARY  CHARGED 
WITH  CAUSING  DEATH 

.ST.  THOMAS.  Ont.,  Nov.  •.—"Oar- 
land  Ross  Stride  came  to  his  death 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  brought 
on  by  the  usage  received  by  him  at 
the  hands  of  the  military  authorities 
while  in  their  care  between  October 
2  and  October  6,  1918." 

This  was  the  finding  of  the  Jury 
brought  In  yesterday  at  the  inquest 
at  lona  Into  the  death  of  Stride,  who 
died  w>ti!e  at  his  father's  home  In 
Dunwich  on  October  12,  following  his 
arrest  as  a  deserter.  He  had  been 
taken  by  the  military  police  to  Ht. 
Thomas  and  later  to  Xxindon.  Tho 
inquest  was  begun  some  weeks  ago 
and  completed  today.  The  case  had 
aroused  widespread  interest,  the  Town 
Hall  was  crowded. 

In  summing  up  the  evidence  the 
Crown  Attorney  said:  "The  Military. 
Service  Act  was  never  meant  to  be 
used  as  an  instrument  of  torture,  as 
it  was  in  this  case;,  and  furthermore, 
it  has  been  an  instrument  of  torture, 
and  the  ends  of  Justice  would  have 
been  met  just  as  well  if  the  men  of 
the  military,  placed  to  enforce  the 
act,  had  used  precaiitlon  and  had 
exercised  common  sense."
